"There's a good market for prostitution in 
Mrginia Beach because the demand and the 
money is there. Married, middle-aged men are 
the most frequent customers", a call-girl claims. 

Slie substantiates these claims by citing the 
frequency of demands for her"services", and 
the variety of activities she engaged in. 

"It's a miserable life. You get to the point 
where you feel lil<e you couldn't look at another 
man." .she added. "It's a very hard thing to stop 
jdoing t>ocause of the money." She used these 
words in telling how her pursuit changed her 
outlook on life, and of how she felt complelled to 
continue. 

MII.IJK. a self-confessed "call-girl" par- 
tially described her experience while "working 
the Reach" as a prostitute for two-and-a-half 
years. .She freely admits that while the life of a 
"hooker", today's terminology for a prostitute, 
has its monetary advantages it also is filled with 
very real personal disadvantages. 

Anyone encountering Millie (not her real 
name > for the first time, or casually passing her 
on the street or in the shopping center, would find 
it difficult to picture her to the commonly ac- 
cepted "vision" of a prostitute. She is an at- 
tractive, .soft spoken young woman, nothing at 
all like the heavily made-up. appearance which 
is associated with "ladies of the night." 

Asked why she openly agreed to discuss this 
very private side of her life, she smilingly 
replied. "I thought it would be interesting and 
kini&i fun loleli the story."

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Millie described her entry into the fueld of call- 
Kirl h<N)kcrs as an unintentional, casual event. 
Sho said. "I was married at 16. and very nfiive. 
hut never went out on my husband during six 
years of marriage. When we were divorced 1 
began "go-go dancing" as a living and met 
another dancer who had been in the 
business. 



"I WKNT with her to a party one night, and 
was asked if I wanted to make some money. The 
money sounded good so I said "yes. At that 
party I had my first trick (job) as a hooker, and 
received my first fee from my first John 
(customer)'," She says that while she initially 
became a call-girl to add to her earnings as a 
dancer she gradually turned to it on a full time 
basis.

"It took about a year to build up a clintele, 
working through referrals (accepting new 
customers only on recommendation by a regular 
one)," Millie continued, "and 1 gradually 
became more professional, became a little 
hardened, and got away frorh the "little girl" 
make-up. They really don't want the sweet little 
girl." She added she also turned to picking-up 
customers "... through bars at hotels but found 
this very dangerous because of the chance of 
Iwing arrested... ". and gave it up in preference 
to the referral operation 

KI.AHOH.XTINC; on the prostitution market 
in Virginia Beach Millie said, "I got in with five 
girls who worked a Beach motel with the owner 
who couldn't fill the rooms with normal trade 
There are three different circuits - car dealers, 
lawyers and businessmen. The convention trade 
l)egan dropping off when more wives starting 
attending conventions with their husbands." 

Millie indicated that wives unknowingly are 
the best promoters of prostitution "Married, 
middle-aged men are (he most frequent 
customers" she said. "They're after what they 
can't get at home. The reason they come to us is

city police department 
with no family squabbles

The Virginia l^ach I'olice Division has the 
distinction of more than three decades of service 
by two members of the same family— Police 
Chief W. W. Davis and Capt. B.C. Davis. 
iH'tective Bureau CO. Both brothers hold key 
wipcrvisory positions in the division. Some might 
think this could cause difficulty in the division's 
operation, but discussion with the brothers show 
this to Itc untrue. 

"To my knowledge it's never caused any 
problems in administration." Chief Davis 
commcnlwl. "If anything. I think the rel Uion- 
ship has enhanced our overall (:p<»ration at 
limes. We dont niincc words when discussing 
operations or policy " 

The men were thrown into their position with 
the consolidation of Princess Anne County and 
the <'ity of Virginia Beach in l%.l. which also 
<i»ml>ined the respective police operations. 

« IIIKI-' U.WI.s |M-eviously had served with the 
city police department since January 1951 ,^nd 
was appointed chief of the newly formed police 
divisioh following the retirement of Chief James 
K. M<iore 

Cii|^ Davis >jincd the county police depart- 
ment ill May mm. after six years service in the 
Washington. IK" police department 

"It's ncH ea.sy. lis a very sensitive pi^tion to 
ln» in." Chief Davis said. "I'm fmibably over- 
smsilive. and Ihr that reason have a tendency to 
last a more rtilical eye in his K'apl. IMvis'i 
dinTlKMi. whicp is unfair to him." 

niis fiH-ling was refkticd in Capl. Davis' 



.saying. "It's been my fear people will say he 
iCapt. Davis lis occupying his position because. . 
.(I'm the chief's brother), and history will show 
this isn't true. People who have been close to the 
scene since he was appointed, know there has 
l>een an extreme move to see I receive no 
preferential treatment. " 

"III-: A\l» I disagree on a good many things," 
Capl. Davis added, "and I hate to admit this but 
most generally he turns out lo be right." 

"I feel many limes thai I'm somewhat muted 
and don't express myself on matters publicly," 
Capl. Davis continued, "because people may 
think ii's coming from I he office of the chief and 
it's not. When I speak, my comments are mine, 
and I wouldnot attempt lo speak for his office." 

Capt Davis added. "It's a comfort, and of 
(■ourse I'm prejudiced in .saying this, to know 
there's total honesty between us He knows I'm 
Iwnesl . and I know he's honest lie knows I'm not 
going to cover up for anybody, and I know he's 
not going to cover up for anybody. In saying this 
I'm not reflecting on Chief Moore or any other 
chiefs I've worked for. I havethegreatest personal 
respect for Chief Moore. 

■'fhe chances of hr»th men gelling into high 
positions would be rare," Chief Davis said. "And 
Ihe smaller the department the more critical it 
would he. (*viously wh«i you have two close 
relations in this type w«irk what happens lo one 
affects the other." 

Capl. Da vi.s commented, "You're got brothers 
building bridges, laying highways, running 
grocery stores. 1 don't see any difference here. 
The voters of the two jurisdictions threw us 
li^ethcr in 196:1" 



Topless law 
upheld, but 
opponents 
ready appeal 



Circuit Court Judge George W. Vakos' 
upholding of a recently adopted ordinance 
prohibiting topless go-go dancing in 
Virginia Beach will be appealed, ac- 
cording to Jim Morris, owner H)peralor of 
the Wayside Inn on Military Highway. 

The Wayside Inn and Jamaica Inn, on 
Diamond Springs Road, shortly after 
council's adoption of Ihe ordinance in 
February jointly filed suit in Circuit Court 
on grounds Ihe ordinance infringed on 
const it utionaily-protected activities. 

Vakos issued his decision Thursday. 
Friday. Morris said, "The decision to 
make an appeal has been made. Our at- 
torneys arc working on the appeal and an 
injunction lo allow us lo continue normal 
operations during the appeal." "______ 

Councilman Charles W (iardner, in 
sponsoring Ihe anti-nudity ordinance, 
indicated that while the ordinance made 
no direct reference lo topless go-go dan- 
cers, as opposed lo public display of 
"private parts" of the body, indicated il 
was designed lo curb an increase in topless 
go-go dancers in Ihe city 

Judge Vakos slated in his ruling that 
topless performances were an "ex- 
ploitation of nudity or sex for commercial 
gain which is not and should not be 
constitutionally protected" 

The city attorneys office has not given a 
specific dale of' Ihe ordinance's en- 
forcement, bul rather indicated any action 
against topless gqgo operators would be 
(m a public compiainl basis He also in- 
dicated operaloi-s would be warned before 
action was taken against them under the 
ordinance. 

On Ibis matteri Morris said. "I'm sure 
that reasonable and prudent men would 
allow us lime to exercise our rights in' 
courts of (he stale before taking action 
against us"

Virginia Beach has strong handgun laws

Almost nothing in the human ex- 
perience can match the terror a victim 
feels when a sawed-off shotgun is aimed 
at him by a person who has every in- 
tention of firing it. 

A sawed-off shotgun is one of the most 
formidable weapons ever devised. 
According to police, a sawed-off 
shotgun fired at close range can tear a 
human body in half. 

Sawed-off shotguns are now 
replacing handguns as the favorite 
weapon of criminals, police say. An 
altered shotgun can be concealed as 
easily as a handgun and is much easier 
to olHain than a handgun. 

In Virginia Beach, a permit must be 
issued by the police before a handgun 
may b6 purchased in the city. Police 
make immediate computerized checits 
on anyone trying to secure a permit to 
buy a handgun. The check is run before 
the permit is issued. 

NO SliCII local law covers the sale of 
other firearms, such as rifles and 
shotguns. The Gun Control Act of 1968, a 
federal law, requires that certain in- 
formation must be supplied on an ap- 
plication form before any person may 
buy a firearm. But no provisions are 
made to check the information before 
Ihe sale is made. 

Mention the words "gun control" to 
anyone, and there is almost immediate 
reaction. 

Advocates of stronger gun control 
cite instances of accidents involving 
children playing with loaded guns, 
wives accidentally shooting husbands 
mistaken for burglars, and other ac 
^ cidents involving law-abiding citizens 

Gun control advocates also feel thai 
eliminating all guns in the country 
would eliminate much of the country's 
crime. 

(>N TIIK OTIIKH side are those who 

believe every citizen has a right to 

(, possess a firearm. "Guns don't shoot 

people, people shoot people^ is an old 

saw iped to support this belief. 

The general consensus among local 
police is that law-abiding citizens have 
the right to keep and bear arms. But the 
problem is distinguishing between law- 
abiding citizens and criminals. 

There does not seem to be an easy, or 
even any, solution to the problem of gun 
control. 

Capt. R. ('. DHvis, chief of the city's 
detective bureau lieves that no 
legislation will prohibit ''iminals from 
obtaining' firearms. But he has just 
requested General Assembly action i»' 
two laws to control the possession oi 
Firearms. 

"We tried this a couple of years ago, 



but we got no action," Capt. Davis said. 
"We are trying it again. Basically, we 
want authority to prosecute felons 
caught possessing firearms. And we 
are asking for a law prohibiting the 
possession of firearms with obliterated 
or altered serial numbers." 

i 

(APT. DAVIS added, "If you totally 
prohibit handguns, they would still be in 
Ihe wrong hands. I don't believe for ohe 
moment that legislation is going to 
prohibit criminals from having 
firearms." 

('apt. Davis said that prohibiting 
handguns still would not prohibit any 
person from buying a shotgun, then 
sawing it off to make it more deadly 
and easier to conceal. 

"Any criminal with a hacksaw blade 
can very easily change a shotgun to a 
handgun. I'd much rather have 
someone shoot at me with a handgun 
than with a sawed-off shotgun." 

"Kven though we, the police, are the 
ones who get shot at the most, I still do 
not believe in disarming the American 
citizen," Capt. Davis said. 

His feelings were echoed by other 
local police officials. Capt. G. C. Riley, 
commanding officer of the first police 
precinct, said, "Personally, I don't see 
anything wrong with the ownership and 
possession of a firearm providing a 
person does not have any record of 
crime or violence in his background. 

"t don't see anything wrong with 
having a gun in your home for self- 
protection, for target practice or for 
hunting. You have a right to have a gun 
in your home under the U. S. Con- 
stitution." 

(APT. K. K. IIAI^TKAD, head of the 
police central services bureau, also 
does not favor prohibiting the owner- 
^'hip of handguns by law-abiding 
citizens. 

"We have been trying for 10 years to 
get a law passed making it a separate 
felony to commit a crime with a 
weapon. If someon^-commits, say, a 
rob^ry with a handgun, it would be a 
felony to commit the crime and a 
separate felony to have the gun," Capt. 
Halstead said. 

'"niose 'anti-gun people won't pass 
Ihe law but they want to take guns away 
from law-abiding citizens. 

"I read something by a sociologist 
who said there are millions and millions 
of guns in the hands of civilians in this 
country. It would take something like 2S 
years to get the gims out of the hands of 
the citizens." ^apt. Halstead said. 

It is now very difficult for any 
criminal or other person who should not 
have a handgun to purchase a handgun 
in the city of Virghiia Beach, as iq 
many other cities in the state. 
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A HKKMIT is required from the 
police to purchase a handgun in the 
city. A permit is also required from the 
state, issued by a circuit court judge, to 
carry a concealed weapon. 

Section 38-5 of the city code, based on 
Title 18 of the U. S. Code, Chapter 44, 
regulates purchasing handguns in the 
city. 

A form must be filled out at the police 
central services bureau with vital 
statistics (name, age, address, 
description), and the applicant must 
swear under certain penalties that he or 
she is qualified to purchase the hand 
gun. 

Persons who are not qualified to 
purchase handguns are those under 
'21, non-residents of the state, fugitives 
from justice, persons under indictmait 
for or having been convicted of a crime 
punishable for a term exceeding one 
year, narcotics addicts or drug users, 
persons adjudicated as mental 
defectives or mentally incompetent, 
persons who have been committed to 
any mental institution, veterans 
discharged under dishonorable con- 
ditions, persons who have renounced U. 
S. citizenship and aliens illegally in the 
United States. 

A police check is made in ap- 
proximately four seconds while the 
applicant waits on whether the in- 
formation supplied by the applicant is 
true. 

THK INFORMATION is checked 
with local police files, then through 
"Tin-Pin," which is a local police 
network within the area called the 



Tidewater Police Information,Network, 
then dhrough the NCIC computer, the 
FBI's National Oime Information 
Center. 

If everything checks out, the permit 
to purchase a handgun is granted after 
a $3 fee is paid. 

Then the applicant may purchase a 
handgun anywhere in the city of 
Virginia Beach, but only in the city. 

The seller of the handgun fills out a 
form on the bottom of the permit, 
stating the make, caliber and serial 
number of the weapon, business name 
and address, then retains one copy of 
the form while sending another copy 
hack to the police. , 

It is more difficult' to secure a con- 
cealed weapons permit, which is not 
needed if the weapon is to be kept in the 
home. But a concealed weapons permit 
is needed if the weapon will be con- 
cealed on the applicant's person, in a 
purse, or in any manner in which the 
weapon is concealed while readily 
accessible to the applicant. ^ 

The concealed weapons permit is not 
issued by the local police, although 
application must be made through 
them. After the applications is filled 
out, the police check is made, the in- 
formation is sent to the state circuit 
court in the city in which the applicant 
resides, and the permit is either issued 
or denied by the judge. 

IN 1972, according to the local police 
annual report, 80 arrests were made for 
carrying concealed weapons without 
permits. In the same period in the city, 



there were 39 assaults with a giui, 791 
reported firearms violations, 34 gun- 
shot wounds and 5 homicides. There 
were also 68 assaults with a knife or 
cutting instrument and 53 assaults with 
other weapons (clubs, hatchets, bottles, 
etc.) 

Statistics do not show what per- 
centage of weapons involved were 

obtained illegally, what percentage 
were handguns and what percentage 
were legally owned with proper per- 
mits. 

"Hie federal law upon which the localn 
law is based states, in essence, that 
anyone who goes to a licensed dealer to 
purchase a firearm must fill out a 
transaction record containing certain 
information which must be certified as 
true under certain penalties for sup- 
plying false information. 

A spokesman for the local office of 
the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobadco and 
Firearms said that the federal law 
covers all firearms, both handguns and 
rifles or shotguns. 

No prior police check is made before 
the sale is transacted. Anyone can buy 
a shotgun, supplying false information 
certified to be true, then take the 
weapon home to be sawed off, turning it 
into a handgun. 

THKRK ARK those who point to 
European countries which have very 
strict gun control laws and where 
violent crim« is rare. Lawrence 
llultgren, assistant professor of 
philosophy at Virginia Wesleyan 
College, recently spent seven months in 
Denmark where he said very tight gun 



control laws are in effect and where 
guns are simply not available to 
citizens. 

"Very few people have guns, even the 
police," Mr. Hultgren said. "The Danes 

cannot understand the amount of 

violence in our country. There seems to 
be a feeling there of concern both for 
the criminal and the victim. They're 
both human, after all. |. 

"11iere is also the feeling that police 
don't cairy guns, or carry very few 
guns, because they don't want any 
criminals to carry guns. It's almost like 
the international arms buildup. We get 
more weapons, so they get more 
weapons. The police feel that if they 
started carrying guns, then the 
criminals would feel that they had to 
carry more guns," Mr. Hultgren said. 

llultgren said that comparison 
betwe^ a small socialized country and 
the United States may be unfair, but he 
pointed out that the entire Danish at- 
titude is one of non-violence. 

"In the United States," he said, "we - 
are becoming an armed camp. That 
may not be bad in itself, but I don't 
think we're really aware that we're 
0oing it. -^ 

< "It's the whole historical question of 
non-violence vs. violence. You buy a 
gun because somebody else might have 
a gun and you want to protect yourself 
from that person. 

"But when we take up tools of 
violence, then we become violent 
ourselves.

Pricing milk 

sir: 

I strongly question the motives of the 
milk commission in their suspension for 
60 days of the minimum and maximum 
controls on the wholesale and r^il 
prices of milk. They claim their action 
is due to the rapid spiral of inflation. 
Poppycock ! They could have taken this 
action months ago for that reason. 
Could they have learned that they were 
going to be taken to court soon am- 
ceming their past actions, and that they 
know there is a strong case against 
them? Is it possiMe that the members 
of the commission are aware that they 
just might lose their commissions 
because they know that there is 
evidence that the latest producer in- 
crease was unjust? And that public and 
U^islative sentiments for the abolition 
itf Ihe milk commission are increasing? 
Although ' the direct controls have 
been lifted from Ihe wholesale and 
retail levels, the retail price is still 
i-ontrolled a great deal by the minimum 
producer price, on which the com- 
mission keeps an iron grip. I do not 
expect milk prices to go down or if they 
(k>, to stay down, as long as the com- 
missk>n sets a minimum price for raw 
milk and also controls the amount of 
milk thai can be sold fw drinking.

creases to be unjust, undoubtedly 
. shows me whose side it is on. Before the 
Virginia consumer acce|Ms the actions 
of the commission without question and 
resigns himself to whatever that 
agency dishes out, perhaps he should 
look at a few facts which were brought 
out in sworn testimony : On June 20, the 
national average for 25 cities for ^■^ 
galton of milk, store bought was 61.4 
cmts. The Virginia minimum was 64 
cents. On the same date, the national 
average for 150 markets, the producer 
price was $7.84 and the Virginia 
minimum was 8.15. U.S.D.A. flgures 
available ^ow that feed prices in 
Virginia alone will not justify the in- 
crease. 

The average price for 18 percent and 
20 percoit im)tein feed respectively, in 
May was $116 a ton and 120 a ton in Va. 
and $114 a ton and $119 a ton nationally. 
(Agricidtural Prices, May 31, 1973) 

U.S.D.A. figures also show that 
Virginia's labor is paid less than the 
national avarage: $1.68 a hr. compared 
to $1.97 a hr. nationally. (Farm Labor, 
April. 1973, U.S.D.A. Statistical 
Reporting Service) And we are to 
believe that Virginia producers need so 
much more than the average national 
price for their milk. 

I wicter^and that the commission's 
decision to grant such an increase was 
supposedly based on cost figures 
supidied by W. Ray Murley of the VPI 
CoopCTative Extaislon Service. His 
summary was rqu-esatted as being a 
study of a^s of milk |»t>duction in 
Virginia. However, in a l^ter to 
Delegate Robot Washington dated 
Jiuie 22, Dr. Murley advised, in reqsect 
to IBe dairy herds that served as a imae 
fM- the nimmary cwl data "...that 



these herds were not selected to answer 
the particular current question; they 
volunteered to participate in this 
program as a managment tool to help 
them better manage their herds..." I 
also know that the figures were based 
on the records of 49 producers. How can 
they base such a decision on what 
appears to be a grossly inadequate and 
unnecessarily restrictive sample? 

Furthermore, there is no evidence 
that the commission used its authority 
under law to subpoena milk producerl 
and to examine into the business, books 
and accounts of producers or 
associations of producers in order to 
develop explicit data essential for the 
determination of a fair price for 
producers and consumers alike. 

It appears to me that if the members 
of the milk commission are con- 
sci«itious in their duty to insure the 
producers a fair rate of return and at 
Ihe same lime guarantee the consumer 
a fair and reascxiable price, the sen- 
sible thing for them to do is also repeal 
the latest producer price and release 
their strict control over the producer 
price and the amoimt of milk that can 
be sold for drinking. We must have fair, 
competitive free entoiHise at all levels 
of distribution if we are to have fair 
retail |M-ices.

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Dog warden not ' out-to-get' stray animals 

Pet lover worries about strays

Dog catchers really do have 
hearts, says Jane O'Leary, the 
city's first female dog catcher. 

Actually, "dog catcher" is an 
outdated lerm. Mrs. O'Leary is 
known officially as a dog 
warden in the city's Bureau of 
Animal Control. 

.She has heen with Ihe bureau 
only two weeks. She has com- 
pleted her training period and is 
now a full-fledged member ofi 
Ihe bureau, which is a division 
of the police department. 

The idea that dog catchers 
hale dogs is totally false. Mrs 
O'Leary said. 

"You have to love animals to 
do this job," she said. "I 
became a dog warden because I 
hale to see them running around 
loose getting hit by cars and 
starving. 

"I'D ItATIIKK pick them up 
and bring them here where Ihey 
have shelter and they're fed and 
watered and where we can find 
a home for them." 

It was Mrs. O'Leary's love of 
animals which prompted her 
to apply for (he dog warden job 
in the first place. She was 
familiar with Ihe workings of 
the Animal Control Bureau 



t)ecause her husband is also a 
dog warden. He has been with 
Ihe department almost two 
years. 

She was a home economics 
teacher at Cox High School until 
this summer. She wanted to find 
a job that could somehow utilize 
her love of animals and give her 
Ihe opportunity lo work out- 
doors. 

The Bureau of Animal Control 
seemed the perfect spot, she 
said. 

"I "ve known about the work out 
here for the last I wo years," she 
said "I've raised motherless 
puppies from here. I've seen Ihe 
dogs and taken them home with 
nic. I've adopted some animals 
from here and then I've found 
homes for them on my own. My 
neighbors all have dogs from 
here, loo." she said. 

SIM-; AND her husband have 
three dogs, a cat and "about a 
hundred" tropical fish. One of 
Iheir dogs was adopted from Ihe 
bureau's dog pound. 

The Bureau of Animal Con- 
trol, located off Bonney fload on 
Bendix Hoad. is in charge of all 
animals in the city except for 
large game animals. 

Tht bureau picks up stray 
animals and brings them to Ihe 
animal shelter where attempts 
are made lo locate Iheir owners.

••TIIK VKHY first day on the 
job, I got two snake calls." she 
laughed. "One was on a 
woman's patio, and one was in 
front of the new Piaster Seal 
building. 

"I caught them with a snare 
pole and turned them loose in 
Ihe woods. They were garden 
snakes." 

.She also received a stray pig 
call during her first few days on 
the job. she said. 

"We found this 350-pound pig 
wandering around in a lady's 
yard. It was in a residential 
area, loo." she said. "We 
managed to locate the owner 
and return the pig lo him." 

The majority of calls the 
bureau receives are complaints 
of stray dogs, dog bites, and 
dead or injured animals. She

receive calls for injured 
seagulls and squirrel bite$. 

To qualify as a dog warden, 
Mrs. O'Leary had to pass a 
written examination, a 
^ckground investigation, a 
polygraph lest, an oral 
examination conducted by a 
police review board and a 
physical examination. 

SIIK AI»S(> had to qualify on 
Ihe police range to handle the gun 
she carries, a .38 Smith and 
Wesson. She said that she knew 
how lo use a gun because she 
and her four brothers used to 
target shoot when she was 
growing up 

She wears a green uniform, a 
badge and always carries a 
loaded gun while on duty. "The 
gun is for our own protection 
against humans, and not to be 
used on animals at all." she 
said. 

Mrs. O'Leary works on a shift 
with various hours, as do all 
members of the bureau. While 
on duty, she drives a bureau 
pickup truck with an animal 
cage on the back. The cage is 
divided into two sections to keep 
animals separated. 

Because of the gas shortage, 
she wails in her truck each day 
after she signs in until she 
receives a call from Ihe police 
dispatcher. rather than 
patrolling in Ihe truck at ran- 
dom. 

I ler boss pointed out that the 
dog wardens keep busy. "We 
just don't sit around, even while 
we're waiting for the calls, "Mr. 
Clark said. "Just taking care of 
the calls really keeps us busy. 
We used to patrol but now we're 
trying to conserve gas," he 
.said. 

MRS. O'l.KARY said that 
her fellow employes 
have accepted her with- 
out reservation and have 
been helpful in 

leaching her Ihe details 
of her job. She said that 
she has had no trouble at all 
simply because she 

is a woman. 

"I've had more comments 
from the other police offipers 
than from anyone else," She 
said. "I've had no problems 
from the men I work with, none 
at all.

Fall is best time of all for lawn care 



Now is the time to... 



Water your lawn. Hie hot humid days 
we're having will help kill grass and plants 
faster than about anything else around. Water 
every other day so long as i( stays hot and dry. 
Water well; do not sprinkle; give the ground a 
real soaking. 

Select fall bulbs-tulips, jonquils, 
hyacinth. If you use catalogues, you've already 
received them. Local nurseries and garden 
centers are getting in their bulbs now. Decide 
where you want to put them and make plans to 
iriant in the next 30 days. 

Spray your bushes. Insects have taken 
(heir toll. Those holes in the leaves of the plants 
and shrubs in your yard are insect damage. Get 
a good all purpose spray such as Nutro BC or 
(talho Isotox and spray every other week through 
the fall. Don'l let the insects go into winter using 
your bush for a home. 

Prune your trees. If you didn't get it 
done (his summer, just as soon as there is a cool 



day, get them pruned. Be sure to cover the 
wound with pruning paint to keep out the insects. 
Pruning treies is one of the hotest, dirtiest jobs 
around ^w be sure to pick a cool day • or call a 
professional to do it for you. 

Plant your fall garden. You can 
plant kale, mustard greens, red cabbage, 
turnips, and all other such greens now for late 
fall and early winter vegetables. Green beans 
can still be planted but do it right away. Also 
some folks put out onion sets again. Don'l wail - 
even though it's hot, you need to get the seeds in 
the ground, then water well so they can ger- 
minate. 

Take cuttings of woody plants. All through the 
fall, azaleas, holly, ligustrum. osmanthus and 
photinia as well as the conifers (usually called 
evergreens) can be rooted. Take a cutting 3 to 6 
inches long, dip in a rooting hormone and put in a 
potting medium . Details In a later issue if you've 
not done this before.

Although the days are hoi and 
miserable, the time you spend 
with your lawn now are worth 
twice as much as the effort put 
forth in the spring. Your lawn is 
as tired of this miserable 
weather as you are. Turf 
authorities agree that fertilizing 
and seeding in the fall will bring 
you twice (he results that all 
that work in the spring does. So 
give it a try. 

Here's the way to begin. Most 
people in Virginia Beach wail 
until loo late to seed. Seed needs 
warm days and cool nights in 
order to germinate. The next 
two weeks are ideal. If you wait 
until October, often the days are 
not warm ehthigh to get good 
germination. So seed your lawn 
now. 

If you have Kentucky 31, 
overseed il and work over the 
bare spots by raking or spading 
them good and reseeding. To 
keep a Kentucky 31 Fescue lawn 
in good shapi-. you need to 
overseed it every fall to have it 
thick and green next year. 
Kspecially under the trees 
where tree roots lend to help kill 
out the grass, stir up the soil and 
re-seed. If you overseed your 
entire lawn with rye grass, now 
is also the ideal time to do that. 
If your la\»^ is Bermuda, you 
can sow unhulled Bermuda seed 
now and il will germinate in the 
spring.

To the gardener, fall means sprucing up the lawn to 
prepare it for winter and planting bulbs and perrenials for 
fall and spring.

So drag those gardening tools out of the garage, read the 
gardening page in the Sun and be prepared to have the best 
looking lawn and garden ever. 



But if your lawn is mostly 
crabgrass, rake it out now. You 
can buy or rent a good 
delhatching rake and really pull 
it out. Then reseed with Ken- 
tucky 31 Fescue. It will slay 
green all winter andprovide you 
a lawn you can be proud of next 
year. 

Then fertilize with a special 
winter fertilizer. You'll find one 
at your garden center, hard- 
ware or nursery. Falf fef- 
inization of lawn grasses is the 
most important fertilizer of the 
year. Grass needs fertilizer to 
deepen and expand the root 
system to help il survive the 
rough winter months ahead. 

^'ou won't see much top growth 
and you don't want that. But you 
want an expanded root system 
that will gel the grass through 
the winter and green up earlier 
next spring The importance of 
fall fertilization of your lawn 
cannot be overemphasized. One 
college turf authority recently 
said that if you can fertilize 
your lawn only once a year, it 
should be done in the fall Some 
Virginia Tech" authorities 
recommend even winter fer- 
tilization - and none in the 
spring! 

Now that you've seeded and 
fertilized, you need lo water 
your lawn Keep it moist for 
two weeks to help the new lawn 
iseed germinate Water weekly 
'thereafter lo give the young 
grass a good start. Vou can 
mow whenever it needs it. 

If you have a lawn full of 
weeds, you can apply weed and 
feed and kill the weeds while you 
feed the grass Most of these 
products however prevent the 
additional seeding of new grass 
seed, so read the label carefully 
before you plant seed 

So start now by mowing your 
lawn short, raking it if needed, 
then seed and fertilize Next, 
put on the water iind next 
spring you can sil back and 
l)rag alwul what a pood looking 
lawn vou have.

Coaches lament season 
as tales of woe unfold 



A tale of fear about bow injuries might wipe 
out his football team for the coming season 
earned Bayside High School Coach Robert G. 
"Bob" Hicks the "Cryer of the Year" award 
from the Virginia Beach Sports Club. 

The annual event, held this year during the 
Aug. 28 meeting, is a club highlight when 
coaches compete with good natured stories 
concerning incidents which every coach hopes 
will never plague his..athletes during a season's 
competition. 

•WK IIAVK a fine team," Coach Hicks 
lamented, "but injuries could wipe us out.

I question whether our 
backfield can take the beatings week after week, 
I feel it's going lo be an interesting season." 

In paying a dubious compliment to the football 
team's advantages Coach Hicks said, "lliis is a 
strong physical team. As a matter of fact, we 
hurt each other, and that's our problem. Our key 
lo our whole season is the injury factor." 

(OACII .IAMK.S E. "Ed" Booth told a 
believable tsle Of dismay about the capabilities 
of Kempsville High's football team and its ability 
to cope with the competition. Coach Booth said, 
"Right now our problem is the football, it doesn't 
have a handle on it. We're bouncing that thing 
around like it's a basketball. 

"We've got a crisis coming Sept. 7," Ck>ach 
Itooth added, "when we open against Bayside. 
We knew Bayside was going to be a strong team, 
but didn't realize their smallest man weighs 215 
pounds." 



THK SIZK of competing players was the 



subject of Frank W. Cox Coach Al J. Habit's tale 
of woe. "We Spen with Princess Anne, followed 
by Bayside," he began, "and they've got all 
those giants. ^ 

"We have a few problems over at Cox," Coach 
Habit added, "we're a small school. This year 
about "50 kids came out for the junior -varsity 
learn, but we do have a problem of not having 
any big numbers to choose from. We're not 
crying, we're going lo go out there and play 
football." 

FIKST COLOMAl. High Coach Frank H. 
Webster drew sympathy with his complaint 
about the competition- "One of the hardest 
things our team has lo overcome is rumors going 
around about (the ability of) the teams we're 
playing this year.

Coach Cooke said. "We're trying lo overcome a 
loser's altitude, and we think the personnel we 
have now will change this." ^.,™_,«. 

Voicing mixed feelings of confidence over the 
coming season. Coach Cooke said, "I'm pleased 
with the progress we've made. I'm not saying 
everything is roses. We have a" lot of hard work to 
do." 

Princess Anne High Coach Ralph Gahagan 
also complained about the size of football players 
his team will meet. He said. "I feel the teams in 
Virginia Beach are pretty well balanced. I feel, 
though, when we play Norfolk or Portsmouth

'Park and ride' experiment 
to start Sept. 17 at Plaza 



An experimental mass transit system from 
Princess Anne Plaza to downtown Norfolk is now 
scheduled lo be^in operation Sept. 17. 

The "park-and-ride" express, which has been 
in the planning stages for more than four, 
months, will be initialed on a 90-day trial basis to 
assess the practicality of an expanded mass 
Iransisl system in the Beach area. 

Commuters may park their cars in the 125 
spaces available on the back parking lot at 
I'rincess Anne Plaza, and buses will run Monday 
through Friday during the peak hours of 7-9 a.m. 
and 4-<i p.m . Tickets will cost 60 cents one way, or 



40 cents one way if a passenger purchases a 
commuter package of 12 tickets. 

A special trial run of the bus route for 
members of the Tidewater Transportation 
District Commission and Beach City Council will 
officially kick off the project Sept. 15. Douglas 
Fugate, of the Stale Highway Department will 
speak at opening ceremonies. 

After the initial 90-day lest period, the service 
will be evaluated and modified. If .successful, 
other projects for the Pembroke, Hilltop and 
Beach Borough area may be started.

they can't afford to take a girl out on a date on 
hopes he'll make out in the end. They pay 
because they want it there, then and now." 

"Business began booming when I got into the 
car dealers and businessmen circles. I had as 
much business as I wanted. While the base price 
for a trick was $20 you can get more sometimes. 
My top single fee received is $100. 1 did whatever 
it took to satisfy them, from ten minutes to two 
hours. 

"SOME <»F the girls work gambling games, " 
Millie continued, "with usually two girls at a 
game, and they make a lot of money. If a guy 
warits to take a break he'll let one of the girls 
play his hand— win, lose or draw — while he 
takes. the other girl into another room." She 
says, however, she never liked working group 
tricks. "The guys are usually drunk and trying to 
out do each other. It's just a bad scene." I i ' 

Millie said ■ her activities as a hookfer 
"...basically turned me away from men. They 
inake you feel like they always want something. 
You never feel like they're being nice to you." 
She added that after a short while she began to 
"...think of everything except what I was doing 
when on a job." , 

Millie takes a very definite stand on intei|-acial 
sexual relations. "Race makes a difference with 
me," she said, "but this doesn't hold 
,^tue throughout the business. I've 
never been faced with this situation, but -if I was 
I would politely refuse (he job and walk away. 

In describing pressures of the job Millie said, 
"you don't have any time for yourself. 
Sometimes the more you make the more you 
spend. You keep wondering if you're going to 



make enough money to meet the bills. You never 
know when you're going to get the next job. You 
wait fbr the phone to ring, go out, get your $20, 
come back, dress up again, and wait for the next 
one. 

"YOU END UP doing more tricks a day just to 
get enough money. I've turned as many as 12 to 15 
tricks in one ni^t, and as high as 30 in one day 
and night. It's really impossible to say how many 
men have been involved. I've been with hun- 
dreds of different men." . 

Full time prostitution is at a low level of ac^ 
livity in Virginia Beach. Millie attributes this to 
two factors. "There are so many girls 
available," she pointed out, "especially in the 
summer time. Girls out there will go with a guy, 
and do any thing, for $5 or $10 just to get money 
to buy dope." She also confirmed another enemy 
of full time prostitutes is the so-called 
"freebees". Single women, or wives separated 
from their husbands for long periods of time, 
who will date a man and "go all the way" 
because they get lonely for companionship and 
affection. 

Millie was also questioned on any truth in the 
adage about activities in the life of a prostitute, 
"never on Sunday". She said, "It don't make any 
difference with me, but it was a rarity. This is 
true much more for the men than the girls." 

When finally asked if she had any regrets 
about her life, or any feelings of shame or guilt, 
shec&lmly replied, "Certainly not." Yet as she 
calmly relaxed at the end of her story, she gave 
the impression that while her outward ap- 
pearance is unlike what many person as a 
prostitute, she is carrying scars inside that may 
be a long time in healing. .

THE SITUATION will bealleviated soon, 
says S. E. Tarrall, assistant 
superintendent, supportive services, with 
the city schools. Tarrall said early this 
week that smaller buses would be used in 
the area to solve the problem. 

"We are going to bring in additional, 
smaller buses as soon as possible," Mr. 
Tarrall said. "I'm inclined to think that the 
smaller buses wiU go into those circles and 
the children won't have to walk so far." 

The problem may have been solved in the 
secti(m of Larkspur, but the same situation 
exists also in Green Run and Timberlake, 
wliere the same types of cul-de-sacs are 
being built at the end of narrow streets. 

Construction traffic is also heavy in the 
same section of Larkspur, known as 
Section *^^12. 'Construction continues on 
Section 13 of Laricspur and the heavy 
construction trucks travel the same roads 
as the children. -a

The Virginia Beach City Council Monday 
decided to voice approval of City Manager 
Roger Scott's, recommendation for the 
adoption of water service <^arges and 
consumer rates, despite the fact that 
several council members were dissatisfied 
with the rate structure. 

The council will wait for City Attorney J. 
Dale Bimson to draw up the proposal in 
ordinance form before making any 
amendments to the city pianager's 
recommendation. 

Although the council considered 
deferring any action on the matter, Mr. 
Scott urged that they make a decision as 
promptly as possible to allow for computer 
adjustments for billing purposes. 

VICE-MAYOR Reid Ervin expressed 
concern of over figures (submitted in a 
study by Henningson, Durham and 
Richardson water consultants) which call 
rates established on volume consumption. 
In a letter to the council members, Mr. 
Ervin stated that the incentive feature in 
the proposed rates "is not adequately 
supported in the study. ..and the proposal 
that volume use in itself justifies a lower 
rate is simply not consistent with the fact 
that our potable water resources are 
rapidly diminishing." He also stated "of 
greater concern... is the fact the study 
indicates that the only way to provide an 
incentive raHe is to hold the price for the 
individual consumer at a hi^er level" 

Mr. Ervin went on to suggest that the 
council adopt a flat rate of 80 cents per 1,000 
gallons for the first year and re-evaluate 



the rates at the end of the year rather than 
estabiisning rates based on volume 
consumption. 

ACCORDING TO the city manager's 
proposal, consumer rates would be 82 cents 
per 1,000 gallons for a user of from 0-30,000 
gallons, 76 cents if 30,001-50,000 gallons 
were used, 70 cents if 50,001-100,000 gallons 
were used and 60 cents if more than 100,000 
gallons were used. 

The council discussed establishing 
volume incentive rate to attract industry, 
but exclude multiple housing units. The 
ordinance should be presented for 
action at Monday's meeting. 

TTie council met m executive session, 
closed to the public and the press, for 37 
minutes. According to a prepared agenda, 
topicis for discussion included a financial 
matter and appointments. 

IN ITEMS presented by the City 
attorney, the council approved: 

• a resolution requesting the State 
Highway Commissioner to acquire ri^ts- 
of-way for Princess Anne Road; 

• a resolution requesting the Virginia 
Department of Highways to proceed with 
bids on Indian River Road;

Ervin casts only dissenting vote 

ARE granted permit to construct library

Proponents of the Association for 
R^earch and Enlightounoit cleared theur 
final hurdle Monday for a use permit to 
construct a new library on theu* property at 
67th Street and Atlantic Avenue. The 
Virginia Beach City Council grated the 
permit by a 10-1 vote, with Vice-mayor 
Reid Ervin casting the only dissenting vote. 

Mr. Ervm prefaced the hour-long debate 
by explaining his "peculiar position" in 
connection with the application. He stated 
that normally on an application where he 
had "potential financial gain" he would 
disqu£dify himself from discussing or 
voting on the matter. He added, however, 
the fact that he was the Lynnhaven 
Borough councilman and hai^ned to live 
in the area concerned with the application, 
prevented him from remaining sil«!t on the 
issue. 



Mr. Ervin stated he had ah-eady been 
accused by at least one of my neighbors of 
possibly not supporting their cause." 

In Une with speaking on the application, 
Mr. Ervin a building contractor 
announced he had given up all claim 
to a $90,000 subcontract for the 
ARE library. 

He noted it was the first time in 25 years

Grover Wright, pointed to ttie fact Uiat 
other city departments and the planning 
commission and vocied approval of the 
application.

Councilman Murray Malbon made a 
substitute motion to grant the use permit 
with stipulations that the lights be turned 
off at 10:30 and there is adequate parking.

Fairfield site 
for new school 

The Virgijpia Beach School Board, 
melting in special session Monday, 
approved the purchase of an elementary 
school site in the Fairiield subdivision of 
Kempsville Borough. 

Cost of the site is $100,000 The site is 
located within the so-called "growth 
corridor" of the city and will be used to 
accommodate elementary school age 
children in the area.

"Now I can go back to MY 
beach!" exclaimed a year-round 
Virginia Beach resident on the day 
after Labor Day. 

Labor Day marks the traditional 
end of the so-called tourist season 
in the city. For Uiree months, the 
tourists have dominated the city, 
toasting in the sun on the strip, 
filling up the clubs and nightspots 
and goierally getting in the way of 
the permanent residents. 

Many year-round residents won't 
go near the strip in the 
summertime. They go to the north 
end, or to the bay, or to Sandbridge 
or anywhere but the tourist 
hangouts. 

IF THEY WANT to go out on the 
weekends, they go to the homes of 
friends or to Norfolk nightspots. 
Many resent not only the tourists 
theinselves but also the club 
owners who raise their prices in the 
summer. 

Some club owners claimed that 
they would give preferential 
treatmoit to permanent residents 
this summer with no cover charges 
extended to residente. They want 
the residents to remember to come 
back in the wintertime. 

Virginia Beach is an entirely 
different city in the winter (winter 
means fall through spring).

"summer-long absence from the 
strip, one can now walk down 
Atlantic Avenue and see friends not 
glimpsed for three months. 

HIE HOTELS and motels start 
courting the business of residents 
again. The signs are now going up. 
"Special winter rates." 
"Efficiency apartments, low 
rates." "Winter rentals." 

The classified ads for 
apartments and homes have 
started appearing, too. "North end, 
four bedrooms. Sept. to June."„ 

Whereas there were no 
apartments or houses available at . 
the beach at all in the summer, now 
they're blossoming Uke mad. The 
rent goes down, the population goes 
down, and Virginia Beach once 
again belongs to the permanent 
residents. 

THfere is still plenty of warm 
weather ahead affording the 
residents time to enjoy the 
beaches. It's rww pc^sible, almc^t 



through October, to go fishing or 
swimming or golfing or crabbing 
without being crowded out by 
summer visitors. 

EVEN THE animal population of 
Virginia Beach gets a break in the 
winter. Pet owners can walk theif 
dogs on the beaches once again 
without breaking the law. 

Bicyclists can ride on the 
boardwalk without bumping into 
tourists, Motorists can drive down 
the strip. Swimmers can enjoy the 
ocean. And residents on the 
beachfront and bayfront can 
actually park in front of their own 
homes. 

Parking, which is a gigantic 
problem in the summertime, 
becomes no problem at all in the 
winter. There are spaces galore on 
the strip, especially on weekdays. 

Driving becomes almost 
pleasant again. It no longer takes 
three stop-light changes to turn the 
comer on Atlantic or Pacific. 
Residents no longer must keep a 
wary eye out for visitors walking 
against the lights, crossing in the 
middle of the street and generally 
tying up traffic.

The season is over for another 
yiear.

, Miss Jones and the devil were inside 
C:hesapeake's Grand Theatre, waiting 
fw their atjtics to be projected larger 
than life on the screen. Outside, Asst. 
Commonwealth's Ally. Paul Sciortino 
and defense attorney Alan Mirman had 
assembled a small group to watch. 

The group included civic leaders, 
military personnel and ordinary 
citizens, gathered together to deter- 
m!^ whether a notorious skin flick, 
"The Devil in Miss Jones," was so 
obscene as to be offensive to our 
community.

Many of the same people had 
returned this afternoon to view the film 
again — this time with Virginia Beach 
Judge P.B. White.

Once the house lights went down and 
the reels began to turn, the audience 
witnessed a relatively plotless movie 
hung together by one ridiculous sex 
episode after another.

thought of them, but that is not to their 
credit. Neither is their starlet, 
Georgina Spelvin, who played the role 
of Miss Jones. Since' she is no actress, 
she didn't even appear to enjoy her 
role. But, then again, how could she? 
Fortunately for the audience, the film 
I was only a little over an hour long. 
After the first few giggles over Miss 

Jones' oWtrageous contortions, the 
movie waa as boring as reading the 
telephone /directory. TTie sound track 
,vas out of pJace : the dialogue was silly ; 
the close-uk photography was much 
more repulsive than stimulating. 

BUT WAS the movie obscene? 
Presumably, the reasoning behind 
banning obscene films is to protect 
community standards and to prevent 
impressionable young people from 
suddenly going sexually berserk. 

Judge White apparently thought 
"The Devil in Miss Jones" was 
potentially dangerous, because he fined 
theatre manager Jeffrey Clausel $500 
and sentenced him to 30 days in jail for 
exhibiting an obscene motion picture. 
.The film had been confiscated Aug. 19 
after a showing at the Studio Theatre on 
Independence Boulevard. 

At the hearing Monday, Mr. Mirman 
asked ten persons who had seen the film 
if, in thev opinion, it was obscene. Seven 
said yesT so if it had been a jury trial, 
Mr. Mirman would have had a hung 
jury. 

If Mr. Mirman had asked my opinion, 
I would have agreed with the other 
three. The movie was not offensive in 
terms of pornography. It's biggest 
offense is that it is dull. 

IF YOU are going to put together an 
audience to determine whether a skin 
flick is obscene, then the film should 
be viewed in a proper atmosphere. 
Watching a dirty movie with a judge, is 
not an everyday occurrence, so most of 
the audience will say the picture is 
obscene. 

If you are going to see "The Devil in 
Miss Jones," then it should be taken in 
an appropriate perspective. Why not 
round up some dirty old men, furnish an 
ample supply of beer and peanuts and 
then sit through the thing? The outcome 
would be an entirely different set of 
opinions. 

If the movie was allowed to run in 
Virginia Beach— and if it drew large 
crowds — the only reflection on com- 
munity standards would be that many 
people like to be bored. And to my 
knowledge, there is no law against 
making boring movies. 

So if Damiano Productions want to 
star Georgina Spelvin in another dull 
movie, then so be it. If all who watch it 
are as bored as I was, then the box 
office receipts will do more to stop 
dirty movies than the courts.

Probably no where in the country has 
•'The Devil in Miss Jones" attracted 
'such as an audience as it has in the 
Tidewater area. After having seen it, it 
would probably also be a safe assumj)- 
tion that the movie would have died in 
the box office had it not been for local 
authorities. 

At a special screening of the film, 
held at the Grand Theatre in 
Chesapeake, a large number of the 
police force and government officials 
as well as ten curious citizens who had 
requested permission from the defense 
attorney to see the film, turned out to 
judge the movie's merits. The one sure 
thing, even before the film began, was 
they had definitely picked one of the 
most obscene-looking theatres in the 
area at which to show the movie. 

BEING WITHOUT A doubt one of the 
longest hour-long movies anyone has 
ever sat through, "The Devil in Miss 
Jones" opens with nothing to say and 
says nothing the entire movie. The only 
thing it has to dfer is probably the 
country's greatest exhibit of sex- 
ploitation. The movie was obviously 
made by a male who envisions himself 
as being sought and lusted after by all 
women. He also is probably the same 
type who feels the female sex should 
forever be subservient to the male. 

It's hard to imagine very many 
persons who would actually pay money 
to see a movie like "The Devil in Miss 
Jones." In fact, one would think that 
rather than having the movie banned 
because it is obscene that the women's 
libbers around the nation would join 
forces against the film as being one of 
the most degrading views of women 
ever portrayed on the screen. 

DESPITE THE light it casts upon the ' 
female sex, one would find himself hard 
pressed to decide for a whole com- 
munity that the film was obscene. If 
anything, the film was nothing but a 
bore— being virtually plotless, with the 
worst sound track ever recorded., ^d, 
if there is anyone who flnds the movie's 
starlit| particularly a|^)ealinR (other 
than for the strange and ridiculous 
contortions ^e accomplishes), perhaps 
they actually deserve to sit through this 
film maker's disaster. 

Area police confiscated the film in the 
Beach and in Norfolk making the entire 
community curious as to what was 
really in the movie, If they confiscate 
"The Devil in Miss Jones," why don't 
they stop showings of movies like 
"Swinging Wives" or "The 

Cheerleaders" which also have 
appeared in local theatres with no legal 
repurcutions. These films, even if it 



just be the title and type of advertising 
used, are probably just as offensive to 
some p«^ns as is ""The Devil in Miss 
, Jones." 

If one so-called "obscene movie" ; 
should t>e removed from the com- 
munity, then they all should. But who is 
going to decide which of the movies 
actually violates the moral standards of 
this community? Certainly if local 
authorities decided to go on the march 
against all pornographic films, they'd 
at least occupy a lot of their afternoons 
viewing the movies. There has to be a 
question as to who is qualified to judge 
the community standards— and its 
doubtful that a jury that was truely 
representative of all minds could ever 
be gathered. 

' IT GOES without saying that had it 
not been for, the controversy raised 

when the film was first removed in the 
Beach, the Norfolk theatre showing the 
movie would not have been packed the 
next night. Perhaps it is better to let 
movies like this one go unnoticed, using 
the regular safeguards of proper i 
identification to prevent juveniles from * 
the showings. 
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There will of course be those parents 
who cry out that the theatres aren't 
strict enough and juveniles will always 
find ways of being admitted. However, 
in cases like that of "The Devil in Miss 
Jones," where the movie • was 
shown at midnite, the parents who let 
youngsters roam the streets at that 
time are as much to blame as the 
theater owners. 

, All in all, "The Devil in Miss Jones" 
offers little that anyone would probably 
seek out as an evening's entertainment. 
But to totally ban the film because it is 
obscene is one step toward goTern- 
mental control of everything people see 
and read. While it's not a movie this 
reporter would have gone to see outside 
of this assignment, it should be an in- 
dividual's choice if he sits through a 
film industry abortion like "The Devil 
in Miss Jones"

Taking its toll 



Sir: 

Although a relative newcomer to 
Tidewater, I have used the toll road 
probably 100 times per month, so I feel 
qualified to express my feelings about 
it. 

Yes, it is too narrow for the load it 
carries, but so is I-*4, which isn't even 
finished. The right-turn-only lanes 
between Little Creek Road and 
Chesapeake squeeze three lanes into 
two at least three times. Passing 
Chesapeake eastbound is like taking the 
cork out of a bottle. And whoever heard 
of accessing traffic into the high speed 
lane? 

I was pleased to read in The Sun 
(Aug. 2) that the expressway plans 
improvements at both Independence 
and Rosemont. God knows they need it, 
but so does every exit-entrance with 
that ludicrous criss-cross pattern that 
would bring tears to the eyes of a 1^0's 
traffic engineer and is unbelievable in a 
1960's project. It's terrifying to enter 
the expressway while dodging exiting 
traffic bearing down at turnpike 
speeds. This is nowhere more evident 
than betwe«i Newtown Road and 1-64 
every morning between 7 and 8:30. 
Every auto trying to turn from the 
expre^way onto I -64 has to bluff his 
way into the line of traffic coming up 
the free entrance at Newiown Road. It's 
almost impossible to make it unle^ you 
find a hapl^s soul trying to get onto the 
expressway. You let him on in front of 
you. then hope to g^ in his spot in the 
turn lane before the next car moves ty 
into it. Eadi car stops and waits for a 



chance to get into the turn lane, backing 
up traffic to the toll plaza. Elimination 
of this "Alphonse and Gaston" act 
would eliminate the halt in westlMund 
traffic. Traffic accessing the ex- 
pressway at Newtown must be 
separated from expressway traffic 
turning onto 1-64. 

May I also suggest that the toll plaza 
belongs farther east, say between 
Princess Anne Plaza and London 
Bridge somewhere? It seems highly 
inequitable that the motorist turning off 
at Rosemont (400 yards past the toll 
plaza ) pays the same toll as one going 
to the beach. (I get off at Lynnhaven) 
Such a move mi^t nullify the need for 
the cloverleaf at Independence because 
it will no longer be necessary to get off 
there to avoid the 150 per cent increase 
in toll just one mile farther. (It might 
also be helpful to speed up entry from 
the expressway onto Independence. 
Might I suggest a toll machine for exits 
directly onto South Boulevard?) 

One last comment re the deadbrats. 
A motorcycle policeman at the plaza 
should stop the monkey-business there. 
As for the 10 cent toll machines, 
violations would probably decrease if 
the machine would only acknowledge 
the donations of the honest. It is very 
discouraging to put in your dime and 
still gel the flashing red light and bell at 
least 50 per cent of the time.

51,613 pupils

The school administration 
announced Tuesday that 51,613 

students are currently enrolled 
in the Virginia Beach Qty 
Public Schools. 

Total enrollmoit Figures for 
this school term are expected to 
surpass 52,000 after the 
traditional increase in 
enrollment is realized from 
students entering school or 
registering late. 

The enrollment figures were 
computed on the fifth day of the 
new school term. 

The total enrollment is 3,800 
more than recorded at the same 
time last year. The increase is 
due partially to the start of the 
new kindergarten program in 
the city. 

There are now 2,872 kin- 
dergarten students enrolled, 
31,820 elementary students 
(including kindergarten) and 
19,793 secondary students.

Sportswriters aren't the in- 
fallible breed we sometimes 
decree ourselves to be. Some 
preseason predictions had Cox 
pegged to finish dead last in the 
Eastern Division and the 
Falcons entered their game 
against Princess Anne' last 
Friday night as 15 point un- 
derdogs. 

Cox's play resembled 
anything but a cellar dweller as 
Ih* vaulted to a surprising 8-0 
victory on the strength of a 
swarming defense and a 
relentless ground attack. The 
Falcons weathered early 
Princess Anne advances, picked 
up a touchdown la^ in the third 
quarter and made it stand up 
the rest of the way. 

In a game dominated by 
defenses, justice was served 
when the Cox defense accounted 
for the onlv score of the game. 
Linebacker Randy Robinson 
tipped Cavalier quarterback 
Mark Kennedy's pass, cradled 
it in his arms at the Princess 
Anne 26 and raced into the 
end zone for the game's only 
touchdown. 

Princess Anne started fast 
and looked ready to blow the 
Falcons right out of the 
stadium. The Cavaliers took the 
opening kick-off at their own 34 
and Inoved downfield. Twelve 
straight running plays moved 
the ball to the Cox 27. Running 
hack Mike Casey accounted for 
27 of those yards on six carries. 

Al the 27. Princes Anne went 
to the air for the first lime, as 
Kennedy found end Tom Brown 
open in the right flat at the 20 to 
pick up a crucial first down. The 
usual first game mistakes and a 
loughcning Cox defense put the 
damper on this promising drive. 




On second and eight at the 18, a 
mix-up in the Princesse Anne 
backfield cost the driving 
Cavaliers two yards and an all 
important down. Two in- 
complete passes followed to end 
the drive short of paydirt. 

Princess Anne's domination 
of the early play was evident in 
the 'first quarter statistics 
where the Cavaliers ran 20 
offensive plays to a mere three 
for the Falcons. 

Midway through the second 
quarter, Cox was faced with a 
punting situation at their own 
27. Jim Basnight's punt was 
fielded by Aubrey Graham on 
his own 40, but he failed to give 
the proper fair catch signal.

Fropi 
here, Zimmerly swept right for 
one. Fullback Randy 
Robinson banged straight 
ahead for 5. Ray White then 
picked up 2 on a trap, leaving 
the Falcons with a* fourth and 
two. 

With everyone in the house 
, Inokinp for Cox to send their 220 
pound fullback Robinson 
barreimg into the line, the 
Falcons went wide with Zim- 
merly who was stopped for no? 
gain. 

On Princess Anne's first play, 
Kennedy rolled right and tried 
to throw downfield. Robinson 
had other ideas as, his in- 
terception put Cox on the 
scoreboard with 1:02 left in the 
third quarter. 

Here Coach Habit took a 
calculated risk when he decided 
to try for a two-point con- 



version. He explained his 
rationale 'this way. "We had 
looked good on the play with 
White all night, and he did go in 
standing up." 

The Falcon eleven protected 
the eight point lead with a 
defense that was tough when it 
had to be, and a running attack 
that ate up the precious minutes 
the Cavaliers had left. 

Coach Habit cited the con- 
dition of his ball club as a key to 
his team's success. "I thought 
our boys were in better con- 
dition. We really bottled them 
up in the second half." He also 
praised the work of assistants 
Hank Armstrong and Stuart 
Holland in preparing the 
Falcons for their opener.

Last week's two most impressive victors clash 

hc^d on in the highli^t of Beach hi|{h school ' 
football action this weekend. The Bayside Marlins 
travel to Cox as both teams search for their second 
straight victory of the young season. 

Coach Al Habit's Falcons have won six straight 
intra-city battles since he took over the reins at 
Cox a year ago. Last week's 8-0 conquest of 
Princess Anne being the latest triumph in this win 
streak. 

Bayside's coach Bob Hicks is entering his fifth 
season as the Martin's head mentor. During his stay - 
at Bayside, he has complied a 1-3 record in his 
cwifrontations with Cox. The score from last year's 
..^ame found Cox on top 14-8. 

THE FALCONS are going to have a tough time 
defensing Bayside, which rolled to 285 yards on the 
ground against Kempsville. Senior runnine backs 
Leandis Hodges and Roscoe Coles split the tailback 
duties and the combination sped for 226 yards. 

Iliis week, the Falcons will be looking at a Marlin 
backfield which will feahire both runners. Hodges 
wiU become the full-time tail-back while" Coles 
moves to slot back. Look for Coach Hicks to utilize 
the lightening speed of Coles on many reverses 
against the flow of action. 

If you were limited to one word to describe the 
Bayside backfield, the word would have to be 
"speed". The Marlins have speed to bum as 
Hodges, Coles, split end Leroy Baxter and fullback - 
Tom Willie have all been time in under ten seconds 
for 100-yard sprints. 

THE ONLY back who is somewhat lacking in 
speed is senior signal-caller Joe Osborne. He has 
the ability to get the job done as last week's game 
indicated. Osborne played a flawless game as the 
Marlin field general, and though he only attempted 
four passes, that's how many he completed. Coach 
Hicks could hardly ask for more. 

Offense is only half the story. Defense is- where 
most games are won and lost. Bayside ranked fifth 
in total defense in the Eastern Division last year 
and they have nine of those people returning. The 
two newcomers are defensive end Elton Gross and 
defensive tackle Rennard Hines. All Mr. Gross did 
last Friday was make seven tackles, intercept a 
pass, and recover three Kempsville fumbles. Hines 
received excellent grades from the coaches after 
viewing the films, so the 255 pound sophomore will 
see a lot of duty Friday night. 

Bayside's biggest problem had been a lack of 
confidence. Coach Hicks feels that is one quandary 
that has been solved by the convincing 27-7 
thrashing of Kempsville. "We know we're a good 
team now and it is going to take a real great ball 
club to beat us." 

COX IS NO lightweight when it comes to talent 
either. Their offense is led by senior co-captain 
John Zimmerly Who his coach describes as "one of 
the best runners people have seen around here in a 
long time." His running mate is no slouch either. 
Randy Robinson is a bruising fulback who ground 
out 61 tough yards against the heart of the Princess 
Anne defense. 

A pleasant surprise for Coach Habit was the olav 
of senior Ray White. A regular in the secondary, he 
showed some real running ability while spelling 
Robinson at fulback. Look for White to lug the 
pigskin even more this week as Coach Habit tries to 
rest some of his boys who see action both ways. 

THE LACK of manpower is one of the sierious 
problems nagging the Falcons. Against Princess 
Anne, Cox had seven players pressed into double 
duty. The shortage of bodies will be alleviated 
somewhat by the return to action of first string 
wide receiver John Richards. The fleet junior 
missed the opener due to a sprained ankle. 

Sophomore Blaine Cipriano will again be calling 
the shots on the field for the Falcons. He receives 
help in his play selection from Coach Habit who 
caUed 75 percent of the plays against Princess 
Anne. Despite Cipriano's 0-3 performance with two 
interceptions, coach Habit feels, "we have a much ' 
better passing game than we showed last week". 
The youngster was playing in his first varsity game 
so Cipriano should improve as time goes on. 

Against Princess Anne, the Cox defense had a 
tendency to bend but never break. Bayside may 
find yardage easy to come by early, but when the 
chips are down, the Falcons have a way of rising to 
the occasion. "Th^e boys may be small but they 
come to hit", is Coach Habit's observation. 

Coach Hicks described the Falcons as "scrappy 
and toi^h. We're going to have to work hard for 
everything we get. Cox is the type of ballclub that 
makes you earn every yard." Coach Habit views 
the game as "a good measuring stick for us. After 
playing Princess Anne and Bayside, we should have 
a good idea of just what kind of football team we 
J^ve."

The rest of the schedule finds First Colonial 
traveling to Granby.

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Russian-trained dancer * 
dedica ted to ins tilling 
enthusiasm in students

When Susan was 8 years old, 
her mother decided she should 
have ballet lessons. She took 
lessons off and on again for 
three years, but then she 
dropped the classes because she 
was more interested in 
swimming. 

A typical occurrence in 
American life— adults choose 
ballet lessons for their children 
or themselves simply as a 
hobby to occupy leisure time, or 
just because "it's the thing to 
do." In contrast, ballet is a way 
of life in Russia. Only a select 
group enters the dance field and 
dancers undergo years of 
strenuous training with a 
certain dedication to dance, as 
well as to the country. 

Mieczyslaw Morawski is a 
Russian-trained dancer who has 
dedicated his iife to teaching 
ballet. He hopes to instill some 
of his enthusiasm and 
dedication to ballet in his 
students at the Academy of the 



Virginia Beach Ballet, where he 
began teaching last week. 

Bom in Vilna when it was still 
Polish, Mr. Morawski moved to 
Danzig, Poland in 1945, and 
later entered the Warsaw State 
Ballet School at the age of 19. 

Ballet was not always Mr. 
Morawski's dream. He 
originally was enrolled in a 
photography school where he 
says he "developed artistic 
feelings and taste and an eye for 
recording movement." He still 
practices photography as a 
hobby and is especially in- 
terested in film making. He is 
the. sole creator and owner of 
the Leningrad-Kirov School 
Teaching Film, which he 
produced as a part of his 
teacher's training in Moscow. 

In 1961, Mr. Morawski was 
selected by the Russian 
Minister of Culture and Higher 
Education to receive a 
scholarship to study ballet in 
Moscow. The idea was to spread 
the Vaganova method of ballet 
throughout Poland.

Russian development of ballet 
which stresses the total coor- 
dination of the body. The 
system has become obligatory 
in all Russian ballet schools. 
The Cechetti system, developed 
in Italy, stresses more leg work 
than total coordination and is 
more popular in western 
Europe land the U.S. 

A student entering a ballet 
school in Russia must pass 
three commissions before he is 
granted admission— two 
commissions relating to artistic 
ability and one commission to 
judge physical fitness. 

"The commissions judge if 
you are talented enough to 
move to rhythm, if your body is 
the right proportion and flexible 
endugh and if you are in good 
enough health to take on the 
work." Mr. Morawski said. 

To become a ballet teacher in 
Russia, the Vaganova program 
requires nine years of study. 
Sttidents study and practice six 
days a week. 

"There are no better results 
in ballet in the world than in 
Russia," Mr. Morawski said. 
"Best results come wh^n 
students study slowly, but 
longer, and avoid mistakes 
through speedy programs." 

Mr. Morawski teaches what 
he calls a modified Vaganova 
program. Having been exposed 
to both the Vaganova (in 
Russia) and the Cechetti 
methods (in western Europe), 
he finds the Vaganova system 
preferable, but says it could 
never work in its pure form in 
America because ballet in- 
struction is not state supported 
here as it is in Russia. 

He sees the problem in 
America as being that many 
students cannot afford to pay 
for the ballet lessons they need 
to really consider becoming a 
professional. "To create a 
ballerina requires the real time 
everyday— at least a minimum of 
three hours a day." 

As a part of his modified 
Vaganova program, Mr. 
Moravvski is "trying to get 
students through un- 
derstanding. I don't like 
students who follow blindly, so I 
am attacking the students 
through the head. A thought 
given by the teacher must be 
taken and assimilated." 

He is critical of many 
American ballet schools that 
are "creating students who only 
exercise with their legs on 
stage, and never really dance," 
and he attributes this to the 
Cechetti influence. 

He is also criticaiPof the 
government's lack of into-est in 
the cultural arts and says 
"they're more interested in 
things like Watergate and the 
Vietnam War." 

Concerning Watergate, Mr. 
Morawski says, "It was no 
special surprise for me. It 
happens every day in the 
Communist countries. Only the 
citizens are not informed about 
it." 

Despite his dislike for most 
American ballet programs, Mr. 
Morawski says he would never 
return to his Polish home 
because he likes the freedom he 
has here. 

"To return to my country it 
like to return to a closed book," 
he says. "There was mudi 
isolation in Poland and under 
.Soviet political influence there 
was no opportunity to express 
yourself." 

After his studies at the 
Moscow Theatre Institute, the 
Bolshoi Theatre and Ballet 
School and receiving his 
teaching certificate from the 
Kirov School, Mr. Morawski

spent /our years in Western 
Europe— two years as a 
political refugee in Switzerland.

He spent 
the past two and a half years 
teaching at t he Pit tsburgh Ballet 
Theatre and studying at Point 
Park College. He arrived in the 
Beach last week and is teaching 



in all phases of the programs at 
the Academy of the Virginia 
Beach Ballet. 

Mr. Morawski expands his 
philosphy on freedom to his 
teaching of ballet. He says he is 
"trying to bring ballet more to 
nature" and adds, that he 
doesn't "like working in an air 
conditioned studio. It gives a 
feeling of being isolated from 
the outside world. A student 
should work hard and sweat, 
and he should not be ashamed of 
that because that's what 
creates a dancer. Being a good 
dancer is about 90 percent work 
and 10 percent talent, and 
never the reverse."

District of Columbia Public Library,- 
"For the amount of money you spend on a child's en- 
cyclopedia (from $150 to $225), you can buy other 
reference books and an expanding home library which is 
much more useful."

She feels that an 
encyclopedia should be the type that can be used by the 
entire family. Adults can use the encyclopedia to help 
answer children's questions. Individual research for 
school work can start around the fifth grade. 



ALL AGREE that you should not consider an en- 
cyclopedia the end-all for a child's education. Octave 
Stevenson even suggests an alternative— a family 
"reference shelf." It would consist of a small encyclopedia 
such as the Columbia one-volmne, a good atlas, two 
dictionaries (one for children, one for adults), an almanac 
(World Almanac, Information Please, New York Times 
Almanac or Reader's Digest Almanac) and Guinness 
Book of Records. 

This "reference shelf" would only cost around $50 
compared with encyclopedia sets costing three and four 
times that amount. You could add to this "shelf" with 
books of particular interest to individual children. Many 
good books on history, nature, science and literature can 
be purchased in paperback for children. 



UP TO NOW, the discussion has centered on whether or 
not you should get an encyclopedia for your child. If you do 
decide to get a set, you have to beware of hard-sell tactics 
used by some companies. The Federal Trade Commission 
has charged Encyclopedia Britannica, Grolier and New 
Standard Encyclopedia with employing deceptive and 
misleading sales practices. Some salesmen for these 
companies allegedly told prospective customers they 
would get "free" sets of books because their home had 
been chosen as a "showcase." Families ended up.actually 
paying for the books on the installment plan. 

Ruth Tarbox of the American Library Assn. says you 
should not buy any encyclopedia without consulting your 
local librarian. A librarian, she says, can show you 
various encyclopedia and can point out the good and bad 
qualities in each. 

A librarian can also show you how to build your own 
reference shelf and \^hat books you should get to meet the 
needs of various age groups. It's a big investment. You 
need to do some homework before you buy. *

Virginia Beach could be 
the crape myrtle city 



A few years back, a com- 
mittee organized to beautify 
Virginia Beach suggested that 
the official flower for the city 
'shduld be the crape myrtle. As a 
result of that, the city has 
planted many leading 
boulevards with crape myrtles. 
Now, in five years' time, they 
are beginning to show their 
beauty along the sides of many 
roadways. 

Meanwhile, a good many 
homeowners planted crape 
myrtles as their part of the 
beautification program. Then it 
seemed to lag - which makes 
one wonder if now is not a good 
time to re-examine the idea. 

THE CRAPE myrtle is a 
native of China. For those not 
familiar with it, it is a hand- 
some shrub or small tree that 
growns about 20 to 25 feet tall. It 
thrives in the southern United 
States, l^e flowers range from 
bright pink to red-purple, plus a 



white variety. Flowers are 
about an inch wide and grow in 
clusters. 

The great thing about the 
crape myrtle is that it blooms 
for 90 days. It starts in July and 
blooms through. September. 
July and August are two of the 
greatests tourist months at 
Virginia Beach. There are few 
flowers or bushes that bloom for 
so long and give so showy an 
exhibition of color. 

If every homeowner ^planted 
his curb with crape myrtles, the 
city could .be alive with the 
pinkish-red glow of crape 
myrtles for 90 days every year. 
It could become known as the, 
"crape myrtle city" by many 
visitors, for it blooms most of 
the time when the city is alive 
with tourists. 

Now is an excellent time for 
setting out crape myrtles. Most 
nurseries and garden centers 



have them - and most are in 
bloom. It's our suggestion that 
you choose the deep red variety 
which is considered the pret- 
tiest by most people. 

A TRIP DOWN Ballentine 
Boulevard in Norfolk shows how 
beautiful a street can be whep 
lined on both sides^ with crape 
myrtle. For as far as the eye 
can see, that street is alive with 
pink blooms. Many people this 
time of year go out of their way 
to wonder at the beauty of that 
street. Even the bark of the 
crape myrtle is attractive. It 
peels and varies in color from 
white to deep brown and is 
unlike that of most any other 
shrub. 

Norfolk has it's azaleas; let's 
make Virginia Beach the crape 
myrtle city. Do your part by see 
setting out several this fall. 
You'll be doing your part 
toward making your city a more 
attractive place in which to live. 



Choosing 
new rose 
varieties 

It's still too early to plant 
roses, even if you prefer f^U 
planting, but it's not too early to 
choose the varieties you like. 

The new AU-America Rose 
Selections are Bahia, a pink 
florabunda with double flowers 
in clusters of three to several 
half-inch bkwms. The plant is 
vigorous, bushy, compact and 
upright spreading, with dark 
green leaves. 

Another selection is "Bon- 
Bon," again a florabunda that 
produces pink and white bi- 
coior blooms from early spring 
until frost. Good news, too, it's 
especially mildew resistant, 
which should make it desirable 
' in the Tidewater area. 

"Perfume Delighf'is the 
third selection. It's a richly 
h'agrant hybrid tea rose that 
produces large blooms about 5 
inches in diameter. It's blooms 
are on strong, stiff canes that 
make excellent cut flowers. The 
name comes from the strong 
fragrance that perfumes a wide 
area of the garden. 

All three of these new roses 
sound like the kind you'd want 
to buy, so look for them at your 
garden center or in your 
favorite rose catalogue. 

Waterproof 
with spray 

If ^our plants are "panting" 
from the heat, you can reduce 
heat damage by covering th^m 
with a waterproofing spray 
made of latex, wax, or plastic. 
You can buy these sprays, 
called antitranspirant sprays, 
ttom garden supply centers. 

According to the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
these sprays can be applied to 
the leaves and stems ih the 
spring and summer when plants 
are growing rapidly, at the 
beginning of winter, or when 
you transplant. The spray 
covers the plant parts with a 
clear, flexible' film that 
prevents too rapid drying and 
protects against air pollutants, 
wind, cold, and heat. 

It is best to spray several thin 
coats at frequent intervals. 
That's better than just one 
heavy. coat. In this way you 
k(pep the growing plant tips 
cgiv^e<faficl prevent spray from 
caking on the foliaj^e. 

Do not spray on a bright, hot 
day or the plant foliage may be 
damaged from the film. Once 
the film is on the plant, it has no 
effect on the growth and per- 
formance of the plant.

questions & answers about lawns & gardens 



Q. Every evening when I 
come home now, it seems like 
everything is wilted. Is there an 
explanation for this? - Jerry 
E., Lynnhaven Colony. 

A. Most of us know im- 
mediately when we are thirsty 
but we are often way behind in 
recognizing water needs of 
plants. When an annual wilts, 
we're a day or so late. A tree 
showing drought damage may 
have been suffering for a month 
or two. Gardens, lawns, trees 
and shrubs should be watered at 
weekly intervals and soil should 
be wet to the depth of the root 
zone of the plant. 

Because water rates are high 
in Virginia Beach, many 
homeowners complain and 
don't water their plants as often 
as they should. The answer is a 
shallow well, which can usually 
be installed for aroimd $100-150, 
or perhaps less. 

Q. Is it too early to plant a 
pyracantha hedge at the back of 
my lot? - Mrs. Jennie Q., 
Birdneck Point. 

A. If you keep it well watered, 
no* is an excellent time. 
A pyracantha hedge is a 
beautiful thing when full grown, 
with its red berries in the fall -

and it's so thorny, it keeps out 
most everything. Be careful 
when planting. Better use heavy 
gloves, for those thorns can 
infect your fingers if one gets in 
there and you don't find it. 

Q. Dog spots.... You wrote 
something about them in the 
spring, but I don't remember 
what you do to get rid of them. - 
Frank S., Cavalier Park. 

A. Glad you asked, Frank, for 
Virginia Tech has just come out 
with some new recom- 
mendations. Usually with a dog 
spot, there is an outer ring of 
lush grass. It helps to train the 
dog to use an area that is out of 
sight, says VPI. Agreed, it's 
wonderful if you can train the 
dog. If you can't, fertilize the 
area with nitrogen or a com- 
plete fertilizer high in nitrogen 
(Scotts Turfbuilder or Nutro 
Turf Food) and flush down the 
more unsightly areas with a 
hose. 



"From mid- August to 
November is the coVrect season 
to improve fescue lawns," says 
J. F. Shoulders, Virginia Tech 
extension specialist in turf. 

"Cool season grasses like 
fescues make most of theh- root 
growth during the fall, on warm 
winter days and in the early 
^spring," he added. 

"Almost all of a lawn's 12 
month fertilizer needs should be 
applied in the fall," Shoulders

reminded. "There are many 
ways to supply the nutrient 
needs of grass. There are many 
fertilizers from which to choose. 
The main point to remember is 
that fescue lawns need from 2 
and one-half to 4 pounds of 
nitrogen and 1 and one-half 
pounds each of phosphate and 
potash per thousand square feet 
of lawn area between now and 
late fall." 

AU three elements named are 
the primary ingredients in all 
lawn fertilizers. Shoulders, 
concludes that since this is too 
much fertilizer to apjAy at one 
time, two or three appUcations 
are needed if the feeding is to be 
complete and on time. The 
important thing is to fertilize 
your lawn heavily in the fall for 
better results next spring. 



Potpourri 
of flowers 



Along with drying flowers, 
consider making a potpourri. 
Gather newly-openea^ blossoms 
on a dry, sunny day, discarding 
the stems and leaves and using 
only the petals. Herbs should be 
-jgathered at their aromatic best, 
which is just before flowering. 
Use only the leaves. In the 
cov«^ of cardboard boxes, 
spread all your material thinly, 
and leave it in a warm, dry 
room for two or three days, 
stirring the material once a 
day. 

When drying is completed, 
place the petals or foliage in 
layers in storage jars. Sprinkle 
a light layer of salt between 
each layer of petals, add a few 



drops of oil of rose. When you 
have enough dried material, 
you are ready for the blending. 
Add the spices and stir well with 
a wooden spoon. Fill your 
potpourri jars with the mixture, 
and cover tightly. Keep th^ jars 
closed except when you wish to 
perfume the room.

Hare Krishna member 'nonchalant' over law violations

Dmiglas Duty, 20-year-old Member of the 
Hare Krishna movement in Virginia 
Beach, said that he was uncokicerned about 
his recent trial and convictioti for soliciting 
without a permit in the city and that the om 
day he i^nt in jail fon a separate 
marijuana offense was of no consequence. 

Duty and a fellow Hare Kri^na member, 
Myron D. Horwitz, said that they were 
concerned only with "spreading love of 
God" and that matters not related to their 
wwli did not concern them. 

"It doesn't matter," Mr. Duty said after 
he was released from jail last week. "We're 
here to present a philosophy. I don't know 
the motivation behind the city's thinking 
but I do know thay want us out of the city. 

"It's a city ordinance we're fighting. It's 
an illusion for me to wonder what's going 
on in their minds." 



GERALD RUBINGER, Mr. Duty's 
defense attorney, termed the two 
"nonchalant" in attitude about their legal 
troubles in the city. 

Mr. Rubinger represented Mr. Duty free 



of charge for the Amaican Ovic Civil 
liberties Union. 

The two Hare Krishna members left 
Virginia Beach last week for Baltimore 
' almost immediately after Mr. Duty was 
released from the city jaU, where he served 
one day of a sentewe imposed by Geiwral 
District Court Judge P. B. White for failure 
to pay a flne for a 1972 marijuana 
possession conviction. 
"-^, D^ty said that he plans to return to 
Viiijinia Beach when his appeal of the 
conviction for s^iciting without a permit is 
heard in Virginia Beach Circuit Court. 

MR. DUTY was convicted last week by 
Judge White for soliciting without a permit 
and was fined $100 and court cpsts. He was 
arested by undercover policeman William 
Goodson, who said that Mr. Duty offo-ed 
him some Hare Krishna printed material 
but required ttiat Mr. Goodson pay him for 
the material. 

Mr. Horwitz was arrested at the same 
time for impeding traffic. Charges against 
him were dismissed. 

After Mr. Duty was found guilty of 
soUciting without a permit, he was arrested 
on a cwitempt of court warrant for failure 
to pay $213.74. in fines and court costs for a 



Novembor, 1972 ccm^ctioit f or posBessim 
of marijuana. 

He paid 125 of the fine in September, 1972, 
but records show he made no further 
payment!.' 

JUDGE WHITE said that Mr. Duty must 
pay the ronainiiig money or spend 10 days 
in the dty jail. 

Mr. Horwitz, viho was present at Mr. 
Duty's hearing, said that his movement 
could raiae the mmey. ' 

Late Tliursday aftenioon, Mr. Horwitz 
waited outside the city jail for Mrr Duty's 
release. Mr. Horwitz said that the fine 
money had been wired from the president 
of the Baltimore Hare Krishna temide. 

Mr. Horwitz chained that Mr. Duty bad 
not been allowed to have fresh fruits and 
vegetables brought to him at the jail and 
that Mr. Duty's religious principles would 
not allow him to eat meat. 

Mr. Horwitz later asked that his previous 
sUtement about Mr. Duty's treatmoit in 
jail be disregarded. 

AFTER MR. DUTY was released, he 
said that he had been treated "very 
liberally" while in jail and that he was not 
"unduly harassed." 

Mr. Duty abo said that he had met 



"many interesting" people in jaO with 
viiiom he discussed the Hare Krishna 
movement. 

Mr. Horwitz said that members of the 
Hare Kridma movonoit pUm to return to 
l^rginia Beach next summer to continue 
their work in spreading the Hare Krishna 
movement. 

The movemmt members have craiducted 
their work in Virginia Beach in past 
summon. This summo-, they set up a Hare 
Krishna temple on 34th Street. Mr. Horwitz 
said that the temple is now closed. 

"This has not driven us out (rf Virginia 
Beach;* Mr. Horwitz said. 

As they prqiared to leave Virginia Beach 
last wecic, Mr. Duty and Mr. Horwitz said 
that they would hitchhike to Baltimme to 
return to the Baltimwe temfde. 

MR. RUBINGER said that the appeal of 
the soliciting without a permit conviction 
would be heard sometime in October or 
November. He said that he would base the 
appeal on the constituticmality of the 
Vi^inia Beach city ordinance forbidding 
soliciting without a permit. 

The Hare Krishna movement had a city 
permit to solicit which expired in July. 

"We are allying that the ordinance is 
unconstituticmal as it applies to religious 
beliefs," Mr. RuUnger said.

"WE HAD the problem last year," Mrs. 
Riley said, "but then we didn't have 
kindergarten-age children standing' on the 
comer.

"I appreciate their problem because we 
have the same problem in my 
neighborhood," Mr. Tarrall said. 

"They have no curbs or gutters, no 
sidewalks and no through streets out 
there," he said. "Those cul-de-sacs prevent 
the buses from getting in and out." 

"THIS IS ONE of our bigger problems," 
Dr. BrickeU said. "We run close to 300 
school buses a day. In the first couple of 
days after school starts, we straighten out 
most of them. 

"It's a problem we have to deal with but 
we didn't make it," he continued. "We tell 
them not to build those courts in there. 
We've had umpteen people out there 
looking at the problem. My concern is 
trying to i^ovide Service to the children." 

Dr. BrickeU said that he had contacted 
W. W. Fleming, director of the city's 
department of community services, about 
the iH-oblem in Larkspur. 

"I am very concerned alx)ut operatipg 
garbage trucks down there," Mr. Flenjing 
said. "These are just about as hard^to 
operate as school ikises. 

"We are now suffering from the planning 
concepts in vogue in 1969," Mr. Fleming 
continued. "In Larkspur, we are talking 
about plans apjH'oved before I even came to 
the city, about four or five years ago. We 
are not approving long cul-de-sac streets 
now. 

"GREEN RUN is an even better example 
of the long, narrow streets ending in cul-de- 
sacs," Mr. Flemii^ continued. 

"Mr. Byler developed that land in 
Lark^ur consistent with city planning at 
that time. Thwe streets out there meet aU 
the city des^n standards in effect at the 
time," he said.

Despite rainy weather Friday, a 
handful of sute and dty officials, along 
with representatives of Carolina 
Trailways, Princess Anne Plaza, 
Aragona Enterprises and the press 
rode the inaugural run of the Plaza 
Express Transit (PET), the city's first 
step toward a mass transit system. 

The'rectangular |ri«dglass Ihis shdter 
at Princess Anne Plaza was put to good 
use as the rain poured harder the 
nearer the time came for the ribbon 
cutting ceremony to officially kick ofi 
the experiment. Most spectators fled to 
the shdter while Douglass Fugate, of 
the State Highway Departmeirt, and 
City Councilman Robert Callis a 
Tidewater Transportation District 
member, took turns cutting the rib- 
bons—one attached to the shdter and 
one across the ^r of the bus. 

Although they were speciaUy invited 
at the Sept. 10 informd council session, 
other Virginia Beach City Couidlmen 
failed to turn out for the opening of the 
express transit, 

THE PLAZA' EXPRESS Bus, a 90- 
day trail transit system, is designed to 
offer parsons who commute daily from 
the Beach to downtown Norfolk an 
alternative to driving Jn the rush hoi<r 
traffic. Mr. Callis, 'the only Beach 
Councilman who works in Norfolk, says 
he iri'ans to me the exi»ress transit, and 
adds he only regrets it doesn't go closer 
to the beach. 

The State Air PoUutkm Control Boai:d 
Director last week |»raised the PET 
Project for bdng " a start in the right 
dirj^imi to head off more serious 
proUems for the area from traffic- 
goeratcd polutants. The board has 
beai keeping a wtfUb on the levd of 
pto«t«di«nicaT oxiAints fn the 
Tidewater air, whidi during 12 days in 



late August and early September 
neared levels wh«re an alert would be 
called. 

The bus runs Monday through Friday 
(except holidays) during peak traffic 
hours from 6:55 a.m. to 9:30 a.m. and 
from 4 p.m. to 6:45 p.m. Commuters 
may park in the designated parking 
spaces on the back lot of Princess Anne 
Plaza shopping center. PET signs and 
the passengor shdter mark the spot for 
bus pickHipe. Bus fare is 60 cents one 
way, or 40 coits one way with a com- 
muter tickets ( a package of 12 tickets 
which may be purchased at ' the 
Carolina Trailways Terminal or 
Princess Anne Plaza Hardware.) 

CAROLINA TRAILWAYS has 

reserved two full-time buses and one 
spare bus for use in the project. Mor- 
ning bines will leave the parking lot at 
6:55, 7:25, 7:55, 8:25 and 8:55 and follow 
the Virginia Beach-Norfolk 
Expressway. Scheduled stops in 
downtown Norfolk are on Atlantic 
Avenue at Main Street, Carolina 
Trailways Bus Terminal, Plume and 
Randolph Streds, Boush Stred at 
College Place, Boush and Bute Stred, 
BramWeton Avenue, at Granby Stred 
and Brambleton Avenue at Church 
Stred. 

An afternoon express from Norfolk to 
the Beach will stop on Bramtdeton 
Avenue at Lincoln Stred, Montecello 
Avenue at Market Street, Bank Stred 
at Main Street, Carolina IVailways Bua 
Tominal and Plume Stred at St.

Attorney Peter G. Decker Jr., 
Monday said he feels he has found 
justification for the federal courts to 
take jurisdidion in granting an in- 
junction againlt. enforcement of 
Virginia BeacH's anti-nudity ordinance. 

Judge Rict}fird B. Kdlam Friday took 
under advisement the question of 
federal jurisdiction following a U.S. 
Distrid Court hearing on a request 
from Mr. Decker to grant an injunction 
while constitutionality of the ordinance 
is being decided. 

Mr. Decker says he filed a Idter with 
Judge Kellam in which "...I cited two 
seperate cases where it was ruled that a , 
federal court should intervene in a case 
where there was irrepairable injury to 
the petitioner, or where there was great 
q^ immediate harm to the petitioner. 

"In one of these cases t)\e Supreme 
Court of the United States in 1972 
ruled," according to Mr. Decker, 
"where a first, fifth, or 14th amended 
awritfeg trial OT »fj|fn<^_.^_j1^'^''^ri^t was involved, and where two of 
..iji 1 « .. the atwve requisites were involved that 
the fetteral court could take cratrol and 
give in^mctive relid." 

MR. DECKER concluded,

Fritz H. Stegemann, Republican 
House of Delegates candidate from 
Virginia Beach, has called for the 
appointment of a study board to 
examine the state's welfare system. 

Mr. St^emann said that he has 
researched the state's syst«n and 
"{resent projections are that welfare 
rdte in Virginia will double by 1960)." 

He also said that annual increases in 
wdfare costs during the biennium 
ending June, 1974, "will average about 
«75 miUlMi." 

Mr. Stegenamm said that the 
proposed state board would be designed 
akMig the lines of the same type of 
"highly successful" board established 
in California to institute welfare 
reform. 

niE CAUFORNIA board, acc<n-ding 
to Mr. St^emann, was made up of 
legislators, experts in welfare and 
employment, plus interested tax- 
paying citizens. 

Hesaid that, while the nation's welfare 
rolls increased 10 percoit last year 
overall, Cahfomia's rolls decreased 12 
percent after the board began its 
welfare reform work. 

Mr. Stegemann pointed out that any 
Virginia resident who was entitled to 
wdfare payments "should get them 
and more," but that the Iward would be 
established to abolish welfare 
payments to underserving recipients. 

"We're trying to gd the state to 
acknowledge its problems," Mr. 
Stegemann said. "What I question is 
this |HX)jected growth in the rolls — it's 
awful." 

THERE ARE many areas where 
welfare reform is needed, Mr. 
St^emann said. 

One example is the mother who is 
separated from her husband. For 
various reasons, she does not press for 
the child support to which she is legally 
entitled. 

"The father may'be very well able to 
sui^rt his children, but he doesn't 



because his wife won't take him to court 
about it, because she^s a kin^^Relf t or 
she feels sorry 'fo?^im," 
Stegemann said. > 

He said that in this' type of situatii 
the mother then often applies Jor 
welfare. 

"She is legally entitled t/ the 
payments," Mr. Stegemann saw, "but 
she would not be receiving them if we 
prosecute the father and inake him pay 
child support." 

HE ALSO said that welfare 
recipients physically able to work could 
have the help of the Virginia 
Employment Commission in finding 
suitable jobs, thus making them 
ineligible for welfare payments. 

"This would discourage people for 
applying for welfare who really don't 
need it," Mr. Stegemann said. 
"Especially if they know the em- 
ployment commission will be actively 
seeking work for them. 

"However," Mr. Stegemann con- 
tinued "we want the people to receive'' 
welfare who deserve it. That's our 
respbnsibility."

It was remarkable. Last year, against all odds, 
Algernon "Jay" Cooler, was elected mayor of 
Prichard, Ala. * ' »* ./ n^. 

He was blaclr and only 28. ThellRiiindl^V-^^ .3 
been in office for 12 years. But by the narrotv^ 
margin of 544 votes, Prichard, where Gov. George 
Wallace customarily delivers his annual Labor Day 
address, became the largest city in Alabama to 
elect a black mayor. 

A recent book published by the Joint Center for 
Political Studies in Washington, D.C. explains how 
Mr. Cooper managed his feat. Written by John 
Dean (not the notorious former White House 
counsel, but Mr. Cooper's campaign manager), the 
book is appropriate reading at this time. With 
campaigns for local and state offices in full swing, 
and with public trust in our leaders becoming a 
crucial issue in elections, the book gives an inside 
view to running an honest campaign. 

Disturbed bjf the economic deterioration of the 
city, Mr. Cooper announced his candidacy on the 
theme of "Save Prichard." The city was deeply in 
debt, and voters were dissatisfied with the ad- 
ministration of incumbent Mayor V.O. Capps. Yet 
white political leaders, at first, viewwi Mr. 
Cooper's campaign as another humorous attempt, 
which would certainly fail, of black political action. 

Mr. Dean outlines the strategy for the general 
election and the run-off. Voter r^istration drives, 
essential to victory, were started. Appeals were 
made to white voters, and fund-raising campaigns 
were organized. 

Since publication of the book, Mr. Dean has 
pointed out that it was written to serve as a 
"political primer" for blacks seeking public office. 
It is more than just the story of Jay Cooper, but a 
guide to the successful ingredients of a campaign. 

Mr. Dean, an associate manager in Sen. Edmund 
Muskie's presidential campaign in 1972, describes 
how Mr. Cooper turned the charges against him of 
bringing in outsiders to his own advantage, saying 
this would increase outside support for the city. His 
attention to detail includes the fact that campaign 
posters were placed 13 feet above the ground so 
they could not be torn down easily. 

Since taking office last October, Mr. Cooper is, as 
he puts it, "shaking down the ship." 

In a recent interview, Mr. Cooper said he is 
getting Prichard on the move again economically. 
A $7-million downtown urban renewal project, 
which had been stalled for six years, has be^un. 
Cooper secured a federal loan to float a municipal 
bond issue in order to begin the project. Retail 
trade in downtown is up 25 per cent and two new 
industrial developments have been started, ac- 
cording to Mr. Cooper. Yet his city council, four 
whites and one black, resists his efforts to an ex- 
tent. 

"Opposition we are receiving is based on race, a 
last grasp at maintaining white control," said Mr. 
Cooper. "It makes the saving of Prichard much 
more difficult." 

The Joint Center for Political Studies is described 
by one official as "a black think tank." As a manual 
for future candidates, two-thirds of this short 
paperback is an appendix tontaining examples o| 
materials prepared for Mr. Cooper's campaign. 

Yet it is an enjoyable story that describes the 
difficulties not just of electing a black candidate, 
but of electing a sin(»re one.

Land parcel re;mains public

Despite a recommendation 
from the city manager's office 
to return a parcel of land in the 
Carolanne Farm subdivision to 
the developer, the Virginia 
Beach City Council voted 
Monday to retain the land for 
> public use and look into the 
possibility of leasing the land to 
the Carolanne Farm Civic 
League. 

The decision came after 
weeks of talks with and letters 
from the civic league members 
who wanted to maintain the 
land as a . public park and 
playground. 

The land, originally deeded to 
the city in 1964 by land 
developer Stanley Waranch. 
was to be used in construction of 
an extension of Parliament 
Drive across .the southern 
portion of the Elizabeth River. 
Since the land had remained 
dormant, JMr. Waranch 
requested the dty to return the 
parcel to>him. Area residents 



and civic league members, 
however, feared the developer 
would then have the land 
rezoned commercial. 

WHEN THE request for 
return of the land first come to 
the council, a few weeks ago the 
city manager's office and the 
parks and recreation depart- 
ment were instructed to look 
into the possible uses of the 
parcel. City Councilman Donald 
Rhodes, in making the motion to 
retain the land for public use, 
expressed dismay at the parks 
and recreation department's 
findings Jhat the land was not 
worth "developing as a 
recreational area. 

To the residents of Carolanne 
Farms, though, the land where 
their childran have played for 
years and ^en school classes 
gather material for biological 
and ecological studies seems 
valuable. 

The Carolanne Farm- Civic 



League, in a letter to the 
council, proposed that the city 
give the league an opportunity 
to purchase the land or lease the 
property for $1 per ye^- for the 
purpose of maintaining it for 
public use. The league voted to 
accept the responsibility of 
maintenance of the property 
with the help of local scout 
organizations and garden clubs, 
as well as to purchase liability 
insurance. League members 
plan to begin a concentrated 
clean-up program if'^lease 
details can be completed. 

The Carolanne Farm Civic 
League also emerged victorious 
in their fight against the 
fezoning of two other sub- 



division parcels for commercial 
uses. These parcels remained 
residential. 

IN OTHER action, the council ^ 
approved the second reading of 
an ordinance to establish water 
rates based upon consumer 
consumption. 

Vice-mayor Reid Ervin, 
absent from Monday's session, 
presented the council with a 
letter last week proposing a flat 
rate structure of 80 cents per 
1,000 gallons. The ordinance is 
scheduled for second reading 
next week, and Mr. Ervin is 
expected to present amend- 
ments to the plan at that time. -

"You can't predict the type' customers you'll 
have. I got a call from a guy who wanted to 
advertise Guru Maharajah." Harold Tarkington, 
flying partner of South Norfolk Aerial Ads, thus 
indicated the wide variety of signs which his 
company is requested to tow through the sky 
over Virginia Beach. 

"It's somethihg that no other type of ad- 
vertising agency can duplicate. Gients include 
politicians, dinner theatres, retail stores and 
auto dealers." The advertising is done by a plane 
towing banners consisting of worded messages 
or emblem replicas of products, including 
reproductions of solf drink bottles and sun tan 
lotions. 

NAVY CAPT. Jeremiah A Denton III, (son of 
ex-POW Rear Adm. Jeremiah A. Dentwi Jr.), 
who was a combat pilot in Vietnam, is one of six 
pilots flying for the company. Mr. Tarkington at 
37 is the oldest of the group^ with average age 
being 32, Mr. Tarkington pointed out, "You must 
have a commercial pilot's license to do this type 
of work. "The average accumulative flight time 



of the group is 3,000 hours". The type of (dane 
used is a sinjgle-engined, propdlor-cbivai, Pipo-- 
Supercruiser. 

The majority of requests for aerial signs, 
according to Mr. Tarkington, involve special 
events sudi as birthdays, wedding, .an- 
niversaries and welcome home messages 
sponsored by navy wives clubs for military mm 
returning from overseas d^loyments. 

Commenting on unusual sign requests he said, 
"We got an inquiry from someone who wanted a 
banner towed aiibund a sdaool reading 'John 
Loves Mary', but it never went up." 

• 

CUSTOMER desires apparently are as varied 
as the signs requested. Mr. Tarkingtim said, 
"One customer wanted his banner towed back- 
wards because he felt people would try that 
mu^h harder to read it. Another wai^ the 
banner flown in a race track manner, a circular 
flight pattern, so it could be read from all angles. 

Mr. Tarkington pointed out only minimum 
danger is involved in the operation. He said, 
"The most danger comes in picking up the 
banner in case it snares, but you still have a 
safety device.

"The banner is laid out along the ninway, 
attached to a tow rope stretched between two 
raised poles. You fly over in a plane with a 
grappling hook suspended from the cockpit 
which snares the tow line and pulls the banner up 
behind the plane." 

HE SAID one of the main safety devices is a 
shear pin "...that releases the banner if it snares 
on the ground so it doesn't snap the plane out of 
the ^y." He said this same device is used to drop 
the banner just before landing at the end of a 
flight, or if it would become necessary to release 
the banner during a flight- He added this inflight 
release has never become necessary. 

The banners vary in lengths up to 150 feet,.^ 
with the average length being 75 feet. The 
banners are made up of individual letters five 
feet high and three-and-a-half feet wide. The 
letters, straps they're attached to and tow lines 

are made of nylon. Mr. Tarkington said in=^ 
dividual letters cost $10 each, and *'... after 
about the third trip require a good deal of 
maintenance." He placed the average cost of a 
complete banner rig consisting of 30 letters at 
$650, and the average time to^ prepare a banner 
at five hours. Letters are either red or black in 
color. Mr. Tarkington said, "You get better 
results with red letters because you can see them 
better, but they can be mixed." 

ALTHOUGH the banners are relatively 
lightweight, they do affect the plane and its

capability, Mr. Tarkington said. "Towing a 
banner reduces the plane's cruisfatg speed about 
20 miles per hour, and normal flight time by 
about 40 percent because of the increased fuel 
consumption resulting from drag on the plane." 
"He added this" ...drag cuts the life of the 
plane's engine in half." 

Mr. Tarkington said the work r^uires \ 
superior equipment which must me^ Federal , 
Aviation AuUiority requirements, and " . . .there's 
a lot of work involved in maintenance." Mr. 
Tarkington's business partner, A.M. Stevens, . 
who is a certified aircraft mechanic, takes csire 
of aircraft maintenance. 

Mr. Tarkington said, "The company operates 
out of the South Norfolk airport because that's 
where it's based, but we could operate from any 
airport with prior arrangements." 

He addedl "The Pembroke area is the center ; 
point of fli^t operations. You can see literally 
thousands of cars there from the air. Your 
altitude idepentls on where you are flying. When i 
over water along the beach, you fly 1,000 to 2,000 
feet offshore at an altitude between 500 and 700 
feet. Over shopping centers your minimum 
altitude is 1,000 feet, which is the minimum set 
by safety regulations." 

While the company has bera in operation for five 
years, Mr. Tarkington says it has been without ' 
any serious incidents. Despite everything in- ; 
volved, Mr. Tarkington proudly says, "We've 
never lost a banner."

Plant bulbs in the fall 



For IB inttaat flower gartien, 
you can't brat mums. You can 
buy potted ones in bud or In 
Uoom at most garden centers 
now. Youcankeqithan in tlieir 
containers on your patio or 
ste{» - or transplant wherevo- 
you want them in yoia- garden. 
They can be taken £rom their 
pots and put tai the ground 
whenevo- you dioose but thtx 
do need full sun. In pots or in 
the ipvund, keep mums well 
watotsd. 



Course starts tomorrow 



Garden cmters in Tidewater ha ve just recdved 
their stock of imported Holland bulte • cases 
upon cases of tidtps, daffodils, jiyacinths and 
smaUer bulbs Uke crocus. All these fk>««n of 
spring have Just arrived and are ready for 
gardeners to make their sdectioos. Dutch bulbs 
should be planted before the ground breezes and 
^ leart two to three wedu before the firtt heavy 
frost sets in. 

WHEN TO PLANT 

All bulbs may be {Wanted at the same time, 
b^inntaig about now - Sept. 19. Whether bulbs 
Uoom early or late in the spring has no bearing 
00 when they diould be idanted in the fall. 
Nature takes care of bringing the flowers into 
Idoom on schedule, giving up to 12 full weeks of 
blossoms in the spring. 

WHAT TO PLANT 

The earliest bulb flowers are the crocuses 
and snowdrops. They often Uoom while snow is' 
on the ground. Early tulips, daffodils, and 
hyacinths be^ blooming in late Mardi and 
continue through April. They're followed by the 
Ma tulips - Darwins and Parrots, douUe late 
and peony flowered types. 

It is easy to have a range of spring flowers, 
Uooming one after another throi^h the entire 
season . Choose varieties this fall so that all bulbs 
do not blossom at the same time in the sprhig. 

WHERE TO PLANT 

For naturalized plantings, crocus, daffodils 
and some varieties of tulips can be scattered in 
semi-wild areas. They will have the charm of 
wild flowers when they bloom in the spring. Most 
homeowners {s-efer to plant bulbs in formal beds 

Now is the time to... 



Of in dimips grouped by variety, to they bloom 
aU at the same time for solid masses ot color. Put 
bulbs in dumps of up to half a dtnep, aboU four 
inches apart and sis indies deep, for manes of 
color. Sudi piantii^ cootribiie to the beauty of 
foundatton plmtings and provMe ccdor accenU 
among eveiv^ens and shrubbery. They're also 
effedive in a rock garden w beside a walk. 
Bulbs can be planted in sin or shade. 

WHAT KIND OF SOIL 

Bulbs grow wdl in all kinds of soU, but it 
dwuld be light enough to imvide good drainage. 
In Holland, bulbs are ^wn in Anost pure sand. 
If your soil is clay or heavy, qwde in some sand 
or peat mou ei^it to 10 indies deep. Mix in a 
special bulb food or bone meal into the soil before 
planting. Then sprinkle some on the ground over 
ttie bulb, after it is planted Again in the spring, 
when the bulb comes through the ground but 
befwe it bkwms, fertilixe lightly.

For example, 
changes that you made to 
add to the convenience or 
comfort of your family may 
not be so highly thought of 
by every prospective buyer.

Permit deferred for apartments 



The Virginia Beach Planning 
Commission last week deferred 
for 30 days action on a zoning 
change and use permit request 
to construct a large apartment 
devetopment in the Fairfield 
area of Kempsville to allow 
interested residents and the 
developer time to reach a 
compromise on the issue. 

The change of zoning was 
requested by Jack P. DeBoer 
Associates, a firm which has 
buUt other large apartmmt 
o>mplexes in various parts of 
the country. Attorney lliomas 
C. Broyles Jr. reiH-esented the 
developer. 

The change of zoning and use 
permit requests were opposed 
by the Civic League of Fairfield 
and residents of the area, many 
of whom attended the meeting 
to show their opposition. 

PROPONENTS and op- 
ponents of the project debated 
the question before the com- 
missiou^for almost an hour. 

The developer plans to buUd a 
4S6-unit complex on four parcels 
of land totalling 25.5 acres near 



Providence Road, KempsvUle 
Road, Loeke Lane and Lord 
Dunmore Drive in Fairfield. 

The complex is planned to 
include 304 one-bedroom units, 
84 two-bedroom units and 68 
three-bedroom units. 

Included in the development 
site plan were certain 
recreational amenities, in- 
cluding two swimming pools, 
three tennis courts and seven 
"tot lots" with playground 
equipment. 

CHANGES OF zoning on 
three of the parcels of land were 
requested -from residence 
suburban to multiple family and 
on the other parcel from limited 
commercial to multiple family. 

Members of the Civic League 
of Fairfield were opposed to the 
planned density of the project, 
which would bie 17.88 dwelling 
units per acre. 

Although Richard McCluney, 
representing the civic league, 
said that the residents were not 
opposed to multiple-family 
construction in Fairfield, he did 
question how the large complex 



would affect community in 
regards to school ac- 
commodations, traffic problems 
and community services 
facilities. 

J. HARRY MOTE, com- 
mission chairman, said that the 
residents should "be 
reasonable" and discuss 
possible compromises with the 
developer. 

"I'm putting the burden on 
your shoulders," Mr. Mote told 
the residents, "to get something 
you can be proud of." He also 
told the developer to "make 
every effort to get with these 
people and be reasonable, too." 

Commissioner R. Dean Lee 
moved to approve the ap- 
plications as submitted. 

Commissioner James C. 
Donnelly made a substitute 
motion to defer the item for 30 
days to "let the people have 
time to know what they want 
and talk to the developer." 

Commissioner William H. 
Cleaves seconded Mr. Don- 
nelly's motion.

They're coming 
but not as fast

. It's no sunnise to anycme that the city of Virginia 
Beach is one of the fastest-growing in the state. The 
Virginia Employment Commission estimates that 
approximatdy 1,200 pec^e per month are now 
moving to the city. 

But what is suriNrisii^ is that, according to expat 
projections, Viri^a Beach has reached its peak in 
rapid growth. Although the city will continue to 
grow in population, the rate of growth will decline 
steadily through the year 2020. 

In 10 years, from 1960 to 1970, the population of 
Virginia Beach more than doubled, or increased 102 
percent. But Virginia Beach was not alone in this 
population surge. 

According to the Tayloe Murphy Institute 
pq;)ulation studies center at the University of 
Vi^nia, no other city in the state matched Virginia 
Beach's rate (rf growth in thos^ 10 years. 

HOWEVER, two cmmties did. Prince William 
Cmaty to^wd the city with a 121.5 per coit in- 
crease in population. Chesterfield County had a 
118.1 per cent rate of growth, but this was caused by 
annexation, rattier than true birth increases and 
immigration growth. * 

(To make an accurate comparismi, ttie Tayloe 
Murphy Institute used what is now the entire 
Virginia Beact\ area to show this rapid growth. 
Their figures included population in Virginia Beach 
and Princess Anne County prior to the 1962 
merger.) 

The Division of State Planning and Community 
Affairs d the state "M Vii^a has projected 
population growth for cities and counties, in 
Virginia through ttie year 2020. It should be noted 
tiiat.in maldi% projections, the longer the time 
period hivolv4^, the moi:e.liMy the chance of 
error. Also, the projections wore made before the 
Nhvy announced transfers of porscMinel to 
tidewater. S 

HOWEVER, these projections, or "educated 
guesses," are based on past trends and can be used 
goierally to ^ow certain future population trends 
in the four-city area. 

Vii^nia Beach, which now has a population of 
approximately 200,000, will continiM to grow in 
population through the ye^r 2020. The population hit 
its peak in the period 196(^71, with a 7.2 per cent per 
year increase. 

The ^ity is nwv 'giwving at- a rate <rf ap- 
proximately 3.7 per cent per year. "Diis growth wiU 
continiK throu^ 19B0. Tlie rate of growth wiU 
decline steadily until 2020 when the population 
should be increasing by the rate of 1.9 pa- cent per 
year. 

Tlie city (rf Chesapeake also will continue to grow 
through 2020, but not at such a rapid rate. By 1980, 
Chesapeake will be growing by 1.8 per cent per 
year. Hie rate of growth will decline to 1.2 per cent 
per year by 2020. 

THE QTY of Norfolk is eiqjccted to remain the 
same through 2020. By 1980, Norfolk is expected to 
have 305,000 residents. Iliat figure will remain 
steady through 2020. 

Tlie city <rf Pwtsmouth is the«dy one in thefoiff- 
city area expected to decline steadily in pofHilation. 
Although the decline will be slight, less than .1 per 
cent per year, it will ccmtinue through 2020. 

Otho' interesting comparisms ciui be drawn 
between \rurginia Beach and its neighboring cities, 
using statistical information. 

The average resident of Virginia Beach is mote 
likely to be white, to have more sdiooling and to 
make mire money than his neighbors in 
Chesapeake, Norfdk and Portsmouth, according to 
1970 census figures.

Water rates set; favor volume users 



Despite {deals fw a flat rate from Vice- 
mayor Reid Ervin, the Vh^inia B<»ch Oty 
Council Monday passed the second readii^ 
of a water rate ordinance which l>ases 
water rates on volume consumption. 

Mr. Ervin presented a letter to the 
council two weeks ago steting that the 
report from water consultants Henningson, 
Durham and Richardson prqiosing the rate 
based on volume consumption was "not 
adecpiately supported by the incentive 
feature. . .and die proposal that volume use 



in itself justifies a lower rate is simply not 
cwisistent with the fact that our potable- 
sources are rapidly diminishing." 

In presoiting an amendment to the 
ordinance, Mr. Ervin reiterated his 
feelings concerning the incentive rate "for 
a select few" and added the only way the 
city "could justify the incentive rate is to 
hang it— the cost— on ttie individual con- 
sumer." His amended motion called for a 
flat rate of 80 cents per 1,000 gallons per 
quarter with a $12 minimum per year. 



THE MOTION was defeated with 
Councilman Robert Callis and Councilman 
John Baum voting for ttie fiat rate with Mr. 
Ervin. 

James De Bellis, director of economic 
development, told the council Uie incentive 
rate would have a definite effect on the 
city's "image" to outside industrial 
developers. The council passed the original 
ordinance with only Councilman Robert 
Callis dissenting. 

Rates will be based on volume con- 
sumption with the consumer paying 82 



cents per 1.000 gallons per quarter if he 
uses 0-30,000 gallons of water, 76 cents per 
1,000 gallons per quarter for 30,001-50,000 
gallons, 70 cents per 1.000 gallons per 
quarter for 50,001-100,000 gallons and 60 
cents per 1,000 gallons per quarter on 100, 
000 gallons or more. 

The ordinance also calls for step rate 
service charges based on the size of the 
consumer's water meter. Charges range 
from $2.15 per quarter for a five-eighths 
inch water meter to $648 per quarter for a 
12 inch meter.

Mr, Scott added, "It has been 
the policy of the city since long 
before I came to pay the way for 
a city official's wife when they 
feel jt is of some benefit." 

"Many times a wife will have 
to appear at various functions 
with her husband," Mr. Han- 
bury said. The husband and 
wife more or less go as a team, 
and having your wife along is 
important in presenting 
yourself as a professional." 

"The wives benefit in that 
they get together and talk about 
some of the trials and 
tribulations of being a city 
manager's wife and they see 
how other managers present 
themselves and their wives." 



DESPITE these facts, only 
m^f the 1,080 (or 55 per cent) 
ojnhe city managers attending 
tne conference were ac- 
opmpanied by their wives. 

The conference includes

The express leaves 
Princess Anne Plaza shopping center, where 
free parking is provided for commuters, 
Mcmday throu^ Friday mornings between 
6:55 and 8:K. Return trips are made, from 
various Norfolk stops afternoons from 4:00 to 

Bus fare is 60 cents one way (or 40 cents with 
conmiuter tickets). Complete schedules and 
stops are available at all Plaza stores. r 

You'd tWnk no one was interested in saving 
maiey. Despite the conveniences PET offers, 
mMning runs last week carried a total (rf 31 to 
55 passengers a day. That's an average of only 
six to 11 passengers per bus. 

By comparison, a similar project carrying 
passengers from surburban Henrico County to 
Richmond begun last July carried 371 
passengers the same day PET carried only 55. 
In Northern Virginia, Shirley Highway 
express buses carry 30,000 commuters daily 
into Washington, D.C.— or 56 per cent of the 
total number going to work from the Virginia 
subuits. 

Why aren't Virginia Beach commuters 
willing to leave the car behind? Perhaps they 
would rather spend their hard-earned dollars 
buyii^ privacy, so they drive to work one per 
automobile. Whatever peace of mind this buys 
must be lost, though, in the bumber-to-bumber 
fhistration of merging traffic along the toll 

road. 

Aanm Cruise, vice-president of Carolina 
Trailways, operators of PET, says the number 
<tf passengers has not been satisfactory, Mr. 
Cruise notes that 40 passengers per trip is 
necessary for PET to become a successful 
operation. If this project does become self- 
siq^Kn^ing, thai express runs to Norfolk may 
be started from other parts of the city. 

For years now, one of the signs of "making 
it" in the world was to be a two-car family, so 
to expect workers to suddenly leave that car at 
home to take a bus may be nothing more than 
fancy. Still, if traffic becomes b^d enough-as 
it is in Richmond and Washington— then 
Virginia Beach commute may decide that 
the best way to get to Norfolk is to let someone 
else drive them. 

This morning, however, only around 50 
persons took that quarter they would have 
tossed in the toll collector and applied it to a 
book of commuter tickets. Then these people— 
who may be on their way to becoming a one- 
car family— settled back with a newspaperor

Declirie predicted in corn crop yield 



Virginia Beach's corn crop 
will be average this year, local 
agricultural experts say, even 
though the nationwide com 
harvest is expected to set a 
record, according to U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 

Dick Cockrell, VPI 
Cooperative Extension Service 
agent, predicted that the city's 
corn harvest wpuld be "close to 
normal" this year. 

"We do not expect to have an 
outstanding crop," Mr. Cockrell 



said, "although it's really too 
early to tell. We expect a good 
crop and a close to normal 
yield." 

MR. COCKRELL said that 
accurate estimates of the crop 
could be made later in the 
monljii when most com har- 
vesting in the city would be 
completed. He said that most 
farmers are now harvesting the 
final third of their com crop. 

Last year's crop was better 



than the predicted crop for this 
year, Mr. Cockrell said. 

Bayville Farms, one of the 
largest com producers in the 
area, also will have a normal 
crop this year, said A.M. 
MacKay, manager of Bayville 
Farms, three farming 
operations in the area. 

This year, Bayville Farms 
planted 250 acres of com in 
Virginia Beach and 1,000 acres 
of com at the two Chesapeake 
farms. 

BAYVILLt: Farms raises 



com primarily for its dairy herd 
and hog operation, selling one- 
third to one-half of the excess to 
grain dealers. 

"We will average about 100 
bushels of dry com to the acre," 
Mr. MacKay said. "We will 
have a normal crop, despite 
some damage from rain and 
some disease problems." 

MacKay said that the three 
farms wiU yield approximately 
60,000 bushels of com, with 
about 7,000 tons of com silage 
processed for the dairy herd. 



Howell Beach victory predicted 



Two Virginia Beach 
businessmen named to the 100- 
member statewide "Virginians 
for Howell" committee have 
expressed the optimistic feeling 
than Lt Gov.

More miles and 
injuries a gallon 

in smaller cars 

By Peter Weover 

There's a push on for smaU cars. Environmentalists are 
backing the push because smaU cars use less fuel and 
cause less poUution. Manufacturers who seU smaU cars 
are delighted. For once, it seems, environmentalists seem 
to be on their side. 

With all the talk about smaU cars and how much 
gasoline they save, the safety experts have been drowned 
out. Engineers who have studied small cars involved in 
crashes feel they are more dangerous than large cars. 

The Department of Transportation got a report from 
New York state traffic engineers which showed that the 
smaller the car, the more likely you are to be squished in a 
crash. By analyzing 420,000 actual crashes, the New York 
study noted that large cars (averaging 4,800 pounds) had 
3.1 per cent of their occupants either kUled or seriously 
injured in crashes while 9.6 per cent of the occupants in 
subcompaci cars were killed or injured. Intermediate size 
cars (averaging 3,700 pounds) had 4 ^r cent of the oc- 
cupants either killed or seriously injured while regular 
compacts had 6.4 per cent. 

Mind Your Money 



. . "OCUPANTS OF smaH cars," says Ben KeUey of the 
Insurance I nstitute for Highway Safety, "are being ex- 
posed to far grealer hazard than occupants of largm- ! 
cars." And, KeUey aAls, "They are nqt being alerted to 
this risk prior to car purchase." 

This is not to say that you shouldn't buy a mini or sub- 
compact car. It's just a warning that they crumple fast in 
a crash. SmaU cars may be good for driving in town where 
traffic makes it hard to attain high speeds. They may also 
be good for areas where traffic is light and high speeds 
aren't necessary (suburban shopping). 
• But if you have to do a lot of freeway driving, especiaUy 
at night during the "drunk hours," the safety experts 
advise using a bigger car. 

The experts say intermediate to fuU-size cars offer the 
best protection. A good-size car as a compromise between 
safety and economy would be the intermediate or the 
large compact. Ilie weight here should be around 3,500 
pounds-give or take 250 pounds. 



AS FOR HOW much gasoUne you bum in these bigger 
cars, a lot depends on the extras and options you choose. 

According to an Environmental Protection ^oicy 
study, a Chevrolet CheveUe with a M7-cubic-inch oigine 
got 12.8 miles to the gallon in urban driving whUe a 
CheveUe with the big 454-cubic-inch engine only got 8.1. A 
Ford Torino with a small 250-cubic-inch engine and 
manual shift got 17.9 miles to the gaUon whUe a Torino 
with the 351 -cubic-inch engine and automatic trans- 
mission only got 9.6. 

To save on gasoline with a bigger car, get the smaUest 
engine recwnmended by the manufacturo*. Professional ~ 
drivers can get t>etter gasoline mileage by using a manual 
shift, but most average drivers cannot. You have to know 
just wh«) to shift to get the most out of the ei^ine and, to a 
certain degree, automatic transmissions do this sen^ng 
job for you. 

IF YOU WANT to leam how to use a manual djift to 
save on gasoline, get a vacuum guage (such as the 
Mileage Minder) which shows whoi your oigine is 
working too hard in one gear. Th^ <sj^ around $18 in- 
staUed. 

If you must do a tot of hitfi-speed b«eway driving, you 
might get a numerically lower axte ratio. Tfcjs aUows your 
engine to work less at high speeds but makes it work mwe 
at slower speeds, fecial axle ratios can be obtained wImii 
you purchase you- car, imiaUy at no added expose. 

Also, air oiwIttkNwrs should be toed 5|w1ng]y. Don't 
jtaA tWB tte air ondtioaer on autMnaUcaUy. Try the 
wiadows ^>en for a whUe. An air cmMtttta^r can retkice 
gaMdiae mileage 5 p& c«it to 10 p«r coit.

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Beach attorneys 
make their points 

atyside Beach atfanmeys are remarkable. In 
representir^ the citizenry at city ceoncil meetii^s, 
you can never tell what they'll conie up with next to 
prove a certain point. 

Using a wide range of tactics, many of the 
lawyers sound like usal car sal«>mai in fffesenting 
their cases . Some use logic , some pack the Chamber 
with supporters and some make estranged 
vindicative remarks that don't really pertain to the 
situation but are nice jabs at their opponent. 

Last week the council heard a real classic. One 
attorney, in presenting a rezoning application, had 
a well-prepared spiel for the council, as well as a 
petition of area residents w!» favored the change. 
TTie attorney explained how the area was 
canvassed and ttie signatures obtained, saying that 
ALL the residents had agreed with the proposed 
apidication and signed the petition— all but one ttiat 
is-and "he would have," the lawyer said. "He 
favored the a^lication, but unfortunately he 
passed away tl» day brfore we were to have him 
sign it." 

FEW VIRGINIA BEACtfciliSens take the time to 
go to meetings at the city administration building 
unless they have a particular problem or complaint 
to be heard by the city administrators. Sam 
Houston, however, is like a permanent fixture 
around city hall. He rarely misses a meeting— be it 
city council, planning commission or a special 
session. In fact, he probably has a better 
attendance record at city council meetings than 
some councilmen. 

Mr. Houston, president of the Council o| Civic 
Leagues, always has something to say when there 
is an ai^lication to build a new apartment complex 
or shoiq)ing center or some expenditure of city 
money. It's not unusual to see him pop out of his 
chair as many as a half dozen times during a 
council meeting. If he's not speaking to an issue 
himself, he's often counseling other civic league 
members on how to present ttieir argument to the 
the council. 

Because of Mr. Houston's regular appearances 
at council meetings «^en he failed to ;^ow up. at 
the meeting Sept. 10 several persons were 
wondefing what had happened to him. 

It was nothing serious— just an annual picnic for 
91 retired telephone company employes. Mr. 
Houstcm explained he holds the picnic in his 
backyard the first Monday after Labor Day. It's 
just a special get tt^eOier for the group since he 
represented the four Chesapeake and Potamac 
Telephone Companies until his retirement in 1965. 

Mr. Houston is a practictlg lawyer with an office 
on Birdneck road, but says his attendance at 
council meetings has no business connections, and 
the tMngs he says and does at those meetings "I do 
because I believe they should be done. I represent 
the people, not any one client." 

Altho^ugh he missed the council session that one 
Monday, Mr. Houston was in his seat and ready 
when the planning commission met in the chamber 
tiie next day.

John H. Miller and his family are one 
of 14 area families who continue to live 
what he calls "a slow-paced and simple 
life."

Style of dress is the main thing that 
sets the Mennonites apart from the rest 
of society. Clad in a pair of khakis with 
idain shUt and black suspenders, Mr. 
Miller explained that the Mennonites 
follow none of the trends or dictates of 
the fashim world. They believe in a 
traditional type dress "much like what 
our forefathers wore". 

mE WOMEN wear plain cut dresses 
in various solid colors. Their hair, 
which they never cut, is generally kept 
in a bun under white mesh hat They 
believe, according to the Bible, that a 
woman's head should always be 
covered 

While many Mennonites go so far as 
to reject the use of electricity and 
telephones, the Kempsville Ornish 
Mennonites are not as strict, and Mr.

The Mennonites are strict 

disciplinarians, and the church 

establishes rules of conduct for the 

chiUbren Siat are enfor<»d t^ die 
parents. 

"Ma^ sociologists would say you're 
stunting the child emotionally, but die 
healthiest, emotionally happy children 
do what the dd man says," Mr. MUIct 
said. "Permissiveness has hurt our 
society." 

He ackls, "Regardless of what Dr. 
Spdck says— laying a hand in the proper 
(dace at die proper time is good for a 
child" . 

AC(X>RDiNG TO ttie church rules, 
card playing, smoking, use of aicohd 
and dance are stricUy forbidden. 
Althmigh the church advises agaiist it, 
it does not enforce abstinence > from 
watching television or listening to the 
radio. Mr. Miller and his family, 
howevo', do not own either. 

"Who wants to be glued in front of the 
boob tube?" Mr. MiUer asks. "Too 
many propagandistic things come over 
die TV, and a person becomes 
mesmerized by what's m and doesn't 
realize when there is a biased report on 
the news." 

His daughter, Mrs. Janet Keim, who 
dresses simj^y, but not in the 
traditional Mennonite dress, says tiiat 
she and her husband have a television, 
but the children are allowed to pidc only 
one program each per day to view. She 
cardully scrutinizes all selections 
because she believes "what you put into 
the mind is what you are." She adds 
that she and her husband will 
occasionally watch othef programs, 
most on the Christian Broadcasting 
Network, but they both believe the 
television has "messed up family life 
and made omimunication hard." 

Instead of television, the Miller 
family attends church, participates in 
outdoor games or hobbies or simply sits 
around and chats with friends. 



THE MENNONITES do not stivss 
ldgh«- education They maintain a 
school boiHe on Witchdudc Road for 
didr children in grwles 1-8. If a 
Mennonite decides to go on to school, he 
will dUier attend a public high schod. 
Eastern Mmnonite Hi^ Schod or 
Eastern Mennonite College in 
Harrte<H]bui^ Since most chUdrm 
contimie to live on the farm where diey 
wen raised, di^ do not pursue tiieir 
education. 

While most Mennonites are 
traditionaUy farmers, Mr. Miller works 
as a maintenance man at Yodov Dairy. 
The dairy is owned cooperatively by 
other Mennonite farmers. 

Mr. Miller estimates tint of aU 
Meninnites, about 75 per cent are 
"tiUers of die sdl, and dhers woik at 
something rdated to tiie necessities of 
life. Many woik in diebuilding trades." 

Mr. Miller, who had lived on a farm 
since his family moved to the 
Beach from Ohio in 1919, farmed 
for about 10 years and then 
moved to a spacious brick home on 
die out^rts (A Oempsville when none 
of his sons wanted to farm. He had his 
own car maintenance shop for a while, 
but was forced to sell "after I did favors 
for people when they were in a bind and 
never got paid for my work." He has 
since worked at the dairy and sells 
household products on die side to 
support his family. 

ALTHOUGH HE no longer has his 
farm, Mr. Miller maintains a healthy 
garden in his backyard. He grows many 
cf the family's fruits and vegetables 
which his wife cans to hdp cut down on 
die food bills. Mr. Miller estimates tiiat 
for a family of five, they spend only 
about $25 a week at die grocery store 
since they make use of the garden. 
They buy a side of beef at a time, which 
they store in two freezers in their 
garage along with ottier canned items.

WMle he says he is for equal pay for 
women at a job, he is against die

"When it gets to a point where I have 
to treat a wmnan equal in evoything, 
something between the two sexes is 
qwUed," Blr. Miller said. "I think it 
was probably just some dissatisfied 
female diat came up with the diought of 
women's lib because she wanted to 
show some audiority."

'six children, and says most Mennonites 
tend to have larger families. He says 
the church has taken "an open stand on 
birth ccmtrol and it's left up to the 
individual in Kempsville." 

Many other divisions of the 
Mennonite clurch are stricter in their 
rules governing the individual. The 
church is established, however, so that 
each congregation determines its own 
policies and selects its own pastor. All 
decisiorS . require a unanimous vote 
from the membership. 

Many of the Mennonite families who 
lived in the Beach have sold their land 
and moved to other stotes where it is 
more pr(tfitable to farm. There were 
nearly 60 Mennonite famUies in the area 
20 years ago. With continued growth 
and devel(^ment of the Beach area, the 
high price of land and taxes have driven 
away many Mennonite farmers.

What you should know about mulch 



FREE ESTIMATE 
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What is a mulch? Any 
material used at the surface of 
the soil. 

What materials can be used 
as mulches? Almost any 
material can be used. 

Mulches are classified as 
organic (material that is or has 
been alive and has not fully 
decomposed) or inorganic. 

Some of the popular organic 
mulches are straw, leaves, 
peat, grass clippings, bark, 
sawdust, animal manure, 
peanut hulls and cocoa bark. 

Some of the inorganic 
mulches are rock, black 
polyethylene plastic and 
aluminum foil. 

MULCHES REDUCE water 
loss due to evaporation. The 
finer the mulch, the more water 
it holds, both in the mulch and in 
the soil below. Mulches reduces 
or moderate tem- 

perature changes in the soil. 
This is important both winter 
and summer. 

Mulches reduce erosion, 
which is especially important 
on a bank. Organic mulches 
dilute the soil and become a soil 
additive rather than a surface 
—mulch . 

And finally, mulches ad^ 
beauty. Consider color, texture 
and overall appearance in 
selecting the mulch you want — 
but mulch. It pays off in many 
ways. Now, for specifics. Right 
now, pine tags are falling in 
Virginia Beach. Each heavy fall 
wind brings them down. Pine 



tags are the most popular local 
mulch. When they're fresh, they 
make any bed look better. As 
they grow old, they gradually 
decay and need replenishing. If 
you don-t have pine trees, there 
are many people who would like 
their yards raked if you'll just 
ask. Or you can buy pine 
needles in bales at every garden- 
center. 

THE MOST POPULAR 
purchased mulch today is pine 
bark. It's colorful, smells good 
and is especially good at holding 
moisture and keeping weeds 
down. Its primary disad- 
vantages are" that a power 
mower will blow it and it will 
wash away in heavy rain- 
storms. 

A new but growing-in- 
popularity mulch is rock. Many 
plantings are improved when 
surrounded with chips of 
granite rock. Basement win- 
dows, if you have a basement, 
are best when the window well 
is filled with white rock. Trees 
can be surrounded with edging 
and then a one-fool area ar5uHd 
the tree filled with white rock. 
This makes a pretty edging. 

Rock does not hold moisture, 
of course, but it's as near 
permanent as any mulch you 
can use. 

Virginia Tech says to mulch 
with a one-inch layer of 
sawdust, peanut hulls, ground 
corn cobs, peat moss, lawn 
clippings or pine bark. But first. 



make an edge to your bed. Use a 
water hose to form a shape with 
graceful curves that will be easy 
to mow around. Then cut that 
edge with a spade and dig a 
small ditch to form the edge. 



Put the mulch inside the bed - 
and you'll have a lot easier 
mowing and practic 
eliminate the trimming 
hartd

Norfolk has ihe largest ninnbar ot senior citizens, 
with almost 31,000 i^ed 60 and over. Portsmouth 
has atxMit 13,500 that age and Cliesapnke almost 
8,000. 

IN PORTSMOUTH, 36.5 per coit of males 
cranpleted M^ schod, Mliile 39.5 par cent of 
females^are ffraduates. 

In C^Msapeidu, the females otrtdid the males, too, 
with 39 pa- cent fonales graduating from hi^ 
. sduxd and 35.8 per cent malra graduating. 

In Virginia Beach and Norfolk, tiie precentages of 
male-female schooling are almost exactly the 
same. 

Beach residoits on the whole are wealthier than 
their neighbors. Per capita amiual income in 
Virginia Beach is $3,096, in Norfolk $2,797 
in Portsmouth $2,636 and in Chesapeake $2,593. 

In 1970, the greatest number of Virginia Beach 
resid«)ts were 25-34 years old. Tho-e are as many 
children under 5 as there are adults 45-54. The dty 
has more than 9,000 people aged 60 and over. 

Norfolk and Portsmouth have the same age 
characteristics as Virginia Brach, with more 
people aged 25-34 than any other age group. In 
Portsmouth, more people are aged 45-54 with the 25- 
34 age bracket running a close second.

Topless dancing allowed 
by Vakos until Oct. 30 



Circuit court Judge George 
W. Vakos Turaday granted a 60 
day injuQCtion against 
enforcemrait of the city's anti- 
nudity ordinance, which would 
have prohibited topless go-go 
entertainment in the city. He 
made the effective date of the 
injuction Aug. 30, the day he 
upheld the ordinance in a court 
test of its constitionalty. The 
move means topless go-go will 
be allowed to continue at least 
until Oct. 30.

Kidney test 

offered for 
school girls 



The Kidney Foundation of 
Tidewater, the General 
Hospital of Virginia Beach, the 
Virginia Beach School Board, 
and the Virginia Beach Junior 
Woman's Club will launch a 
joint project Thursday in the 
city schools to detect kidney 
disease in elementary school 
age girls. ^ 

The project, which is, 
expected to evCTitually test all 
elementary school age girls for 
kidney disease, will continue for 
several years. 

Tests will be conducted in the 
first phase of the program with 
girls who have prior parental 
consent in the fourth, fifth, sixth 
and seventh grades in 10 
schools. All tests are free. 

Girls only will be tested in the 
prevention and early detection 
program since boys have a 
lower incidence of undetected 
kidney disease. 

Experts say that between two 
and five per cent of school age 
girls have one or more 
undetected urinary , tract 
infections by the time they 
reach 18 years of age. 

Tests will be supervised by 
school nurses assisted by 
volunteers from the Virginia 
Beach Junior Woman's Club. 

The testing program will start 
at Shelton Park Elementary 
School Thursday. Tests will also 
be conducted in Alanton, Court 
House, Kempsville Meadows, 
Kings ;, Grant, Kingston, 
Linkhorn Park, Pembroke, 
Seatack and Woodstock 
Elementary Schools. 

Testing will be conducted in 
one school at a time until girls in 
all 10 schools have been tested.
